The situation to-night, if anything, is 
more complicated and entangled than ever. 
Both sides, Republicaus and Demoorats, 
predict that no Grand Committee wil 
take place this year. This can mean but 
one of two thing, perhaps both; either that 
the Republicans are determined to hold on 
to the existing State officers for another 
year, or that two Governors and two sets 
of State officers, one set Republican, the 
holdovers, the others Democratic, will at- 
tempt to run the State until the next gen- 
eral election straightens things out. 

In spite of compromise the Democrats 
have been attemptsng this afternoon to 

ersuade the Republicans to go into Grand 
Bommittee and elect those State officers 
who received a plurality of votes on April 
5. This plan would insure for the Demo- 
crats a Governor, a Lieutenant Governor, 
and an Attorney General; to the Repub- 
licans the Secretary of State. The Repub- 
licans refuse to accept the proposition. 

In addition to the failure to bring the 
Grand Committee together, both sides now 
concede that the resolution for the plural- 
ity amendment to the Constitution will 
also fail. The Republicans in caucus to- 
night concluded to put the resolution 
through the Senate the first thing in the 
morning and then adjourn. This cowardly 
lan will prevent the resolutions reach- 
ing the House to-morrow. Should the 
House refuse to follow the Senate and 
adjourn, Gov. Brown has been advised by 
his friends to prorogue the General Assem- 
bly until next January, which is his con- 
stitutional prerogative. The language of 
the Constitution is this: ‘‘In case of dis- 
agreement between the two houses of the 
General Assembly respecting the time or 
place of adjournment, certitied to him by 
either, he may adjourn them to such 
time and place as he shall think 
proper,” providing it is mot _ carried 
over the opening roe A of the next 
session. The Democrats boldly assert that 
the Governor has not the courage to take 
so bold a step, for the annual custom in the 
State under the Constitution for years has 
been to elect the State officers in the Grand 
Committee, which meets in Newport in 
May, and the object for which the Legislat- 
ure convened has not been accomplished. 

Then, again, the Democratic leaders are 
of the opinion that should the Governor 
prorogue the Legislature without the 
Grand Committee comsng together, the 
Democrats in both branches of the Legis- 
lature will be justified in coming. together 
asthe majority of the Grand Committee 
and performing the functions of that or- 
ganization as if the organization had been 
regularly made under the sanction, of the 
Governor and of the entire Legislature. 
But again, the Constitution throws, an 
obstaclein the way. The Governor, or, in 
his absence, the Lieutenant Governor, only 
can preside over the Grand Committee. 

No one of judgment will hazard an opin- 
ion as to the outcome. The Republicans 
are fearful that some of their members 
have been weaned from them, but their 
leaders confidently assert that the Demo- 
crats fear to gointo Grand Committee be- 
cause the ranks of the latter have been un- 
dermined, The facts do not bear out this 
statement. It is. sufficient to know that 
the situation is inextricably mixed, that 
no one knows what to-morrow will 
bring forth, that no one man or 
set of men can untangle the skein, and that 
the heau and front, top and bottom. inside 
and outside cause, is the antiquated and 
absurd provision in the Constitution that 
amajority of all the votes cast shall be 
necessary to the election of the person 
voted for. 

Rhode Island was formerly very proud 
of this provision, but the luxury has 
proved not only expensive, but unsafe, 
dangerous, and undemocratic. 


FLAMES IN A. OARRIAGE SHOP. 


Property of the New-York Cab Company 
Burned—Loss About $25,000. 





The carriage factory and repair shops of 
the New-York Cab Company, formerly Ry- 
erson & Brown, inthe rear of 21 and 23 
East Twelfth Street, were badly damaged 
by fire last evening. 

The stables of the company, which front 
on Twelfth Street, are old buildings, only 
two stories high, while the factory and re- 
pair shops back of them are in a substan- 
tial five-story brick building. 

The fire broke out soon after 6 o’clock in 
the varnish room on the top floor of the 
factory. A cab drivergave the alarm to 
the foreman of the stable, and soon that 
place was full of smoke. There were 
seven stablemen at work at the time, and, 
with the assistance of a number of drivers, 
the seventy horses were taken out in 
satety. 

The cabs in the stable and a quantity of 
harness, robes, and livery clothing were 
dragged out without danger. 

Adjoining the stables of the New-York 
Cab Company are the stables of Baumann 
Brothers, the furniture dealers, and the 
men in the latter place got out the 
twenty-five horses stabled there, and also 
tifteen trucks loaded with new furniture 
which had been made for a hoiel at New- 
port, R. L, and which was ready to be 
shipped. All this property was removed 
without damage. 

When the tiremen arrived the fire was 
burning fiercely on the two upper floors 
of the factory building, and a second 
and a third alarm were sent out. 
The building was surrounded by low 
structures upon which ladders were placed 
and the fire attacked at close quarters. It 
was soon extinguished after the fourth and 
fifth floors had been burned out. The 
lower tloors were deluged with water. 

There were twenty-five carriages of va- 
rious kinds in the building in process of 
making and nndergoing repairs, ranging in 
value from $700 to $1,200 each. Some of 
these vehicles were burned and others were 
damaged by water. 

The loss on the contents of the building 
is probably $25,000, which is covered by 
insurance. 

The building is owned by H. K. Thurber 
and can be repaired for $5,000.

SELLING GOODS AT THE FAIR 


A NUMBER OF FOREIGN EXHIB- 
ITORS TO BE ARRESTED. 





Detectives Purchase Articles as a Basis of 
Complaint—Goods Sold and Then De- 
clared to Have Been Stolen—Capt. Bon- 
field’s Little Scheme to Unveil the 
Fraud—Careless Exhibitors Give Every 
Opportunity to Thieves—The Dctective 
Force Too Small to Protect Exhibits. 


CuicaGo, {May 30.—The big crowd 
which visited the World’s Fair to-day, be- 
cause it was Decoration Day and a half 
holiday, proved too much for the foreign 
exhibitors in the Manufacturers’ Building. 
Their cupidity got the best of them, and a 
number of arrests for selling articles on 
which duty has not been paid will follow. 

The 300 detectives under Capt. John 
Bonfield were particularly vigilant, and 
when the evening shadows fell to-day a 
dozen or so of them turned up at head- 
quarters, their pockets bulging out with 
little objects they had bought from exhib- 
itors’ bonded stocks. This is a scheme of 
Chief Bonditield’s to confound these same 
exhibitors when they come to complain in 
a few days that these identical articles 
were stolen. Said Capt. Bonfield toa New 
York TIMEs correspondent: 

“It looks at first glance like a small trick 
to play on these people, but they deserve 
it. They are selling goods which ure in- 
ventoried by the customs officers, who, 
when they call the foreign peonle to ac- 
count, are informed that the articles sold 
had been stolen. We propose to help the 
Government officers, and at the same time 
show that the stories about great losses by 
exhibitors are untrue.” 

“It is stated,” said the correspondent, 
“that claims aggregating almost $700,000 
have been filed against the fair by exhib- 
itors for property stolen.” It is uhtrue 
and ridiculous. Claims aggregating less 
than $3,000 only have been filed. How ab- 
surd that statement is is apparent when it 
is known that at the Paris Exposition the 
entire amount of claims made for stolen 
property was $175,000 for the entire Ya 
riod of that exposition. Of this $3,000 
there are claims for property that was 
stolen in the way I described—sold to vis- 
itors. The amount of property lost 
through thieves has not only been 
very small, but insignificant when com- 
pared with the enormous number of 
things left unprotected by exhibitors. 
They are surprisingly careless, and any 
evening you can walk through Manufact- 
ures Hall and find booth after booth open 
and exposed, so that anybody could come 
along and walk off with smal! objects if it 
were not for the vigilance of the guards 
and my small force. It would require 500 
detectives to cover the forty acres of Man- 
ufactures Hall alone. The articles so far 
stolen have been little things, of compara- 
tively trifling value, and the thieves have 
been mostly waperee of the exposition, 
janitors, aud that class of people.” 

“*It is suid there is an organized gang of 
sneak thieves working the fair.” 

_* That is not so. e could spot profes- 
sional thieves easier than we can detect 
the thieving employes. The professional 
thieves are not in the World’s Fair Grounds. 
The city police watch them closely outside, 
and we take care of them here. Oh, no, the 
stealing is remarkably light, all things con- 
sidered. In State and foreign buildings 
officials are remarkably scarce, and there 
is opportunity for expert thieves there, but 
the only losses in these buildings have been 

ocketbooks which were carelessly left 

ying around by ladies, and were doubt- 
less picked up by other ladies or men who 
are not classed as professional thieves,” 


RIOHARD LAVELLE’S NEOK BROKEN, 


Thrown from a Mustang Pony and In- 
stantly Killed. 





Lone Istanp City, May 30.—Richard 
Lavelle, who, with John O’Donnell, con- 
ducts a Wild West show at North Beach, 
was thrown from the back of a fiery mus- 
tang pony last night and was almost in- 
stantly killed, the fall breaking his neck. 

Late in the afternoon he rode to Flushing 
to buy some blankets and other articles for 
the troop of cowboys and Indians. His 
partner, O’Donnell, and a friend accom- 
panied him in a light wagon. Beiore he 
started his partner warned him that the 
mustang was frisky and dangerous. 

Lavelle retorted: 

“Oh! Vl ride him or he'll break my 
neck,” 

His words were prophetic. for it was on 
the return trip, just before 8 o’clock, that 


the accident happened. When nearly back 
to North Beach the pony shied suddenly, 
throwing Lavelle headlong to the ground. 
O’Donnell, from his wagon, saw the gcci- 
dent and went to Lavelle at once. He was 
dead when picked up.

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INTERESTING TRIAL EXPEOTED. 


Suit Brought Against a Priest by a Femal 
Private Detective. 


In the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, there is 
pending a suit for$20,000 damages, brought 
against a Roman Catholic priest, Father 
Philip J. Kinney, who was formerly at- 
tached to the Church of the Nativity on 
Classon Avenue, but is not at present con- 
nected with any church in Brooklyn, by 
Mrs, M. P, J. Thomas, a private detective, 
for alleged assault and battery. 

The assault is said to have taken place at 
a boarding house on De Kalb Avenue. 

It seems that some months ago two girls, 
possessed of considerable money, decided 
to leave the convent where they were 
being educated, and try their fortune in 
the world. They were pretty and attrac- 
tive. Putting their resources together 
they opened a fashionable boarding house, 
which was a success from the start. 

Musical and literary entertainments 
were frequently given at their house, and 
along the regular attendants on these oc- 
casions was Father Kinney. The ,priest 
was living with his mother and sisters, and 
it is said that one of his relatives gee d 
objected to his frequent visits to the board- 
ing house. 

A private detective was employed to 
shadow, him and one evening, while he was 
calling at the house in question, Mrs. 
Thomas, the detective, and the dissatistied 
mewber of the priest’s family appeared at 
the door. Then, the plaintiff says, the 
—— assaulted her and put her out of the 

ouse, inflicting injuries for which she 
now seeks damages. 

The defendant denies that he ever struck 
the plaintiti. He says that when the two 
women called he heard an argument in the 
hallway, and, going out to learn the cause, 
saw who the visiturs were, and ordered 
them to leave. Ihen, so he alleges, one of 
the young proprietresses hurled a step- 
ladder from the top of the stairway with 
aim so true thatit struck the private de- 
tective squarely on the head and caused 
her to retire discomiéited.

RAN INTO BY A STEAMER. 


Camp Stools Thrown to Men Who Jumped 
from Their Rowboat. 


Richard Ryan of 177 East Broadway, 
Nicholas Remus of 1,055 Broadway, Will- 
iam Leary of 105 Cherry Street, George 
Melburn of 66 Oliver Street, and J. Camp- 
bell of 56 Oak Street took a trip out on 
the river yesterday afternoon in what is 
known as the “First Ward” rowboat. 

The party started from the foot ef Mar- 
ket Street and East River, and had pro- 
ceeded safely enough until the iron steam- 
boat Pegasus, which was bowling along on 
the return trip from Coney Island, ran 
into them just between Robbin’s Reef 
and Bedlow’s Island. Luckily for the boat, 
it was struck a glancing blow and did not 
capsize, but careened heavily and then 
Mo round and round as if in a whirl- 
poo 

The men, with the, exception of Melburn 
who was thrown into the middle of the 
boat by the shock and had his left leg in- 
jured, jumped into the water. 

Capt. Cunningham of the Pegasus re- 
versed engines, while the passengers 
threw over their campstools to the men 
struggling the water. It was said 
that there were forty campstools floating 
in the river acting as impromptu 
life buoys. The river, however, was smooth 
as glass and the men had Jittle difficulty in 
swimming to their boat, which was drifting 
off. Leary began to fail just as he was 
within reach of the boat and sank twice 
before he was pulled aboard.

TRENTON MAN LOST IN FLORIDA. 








A Searching Party to Look for Cc. W. 


Coman, a Geologist. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 30.—C. W. 
Coman, a geologist employed on the State 
Geological Survey of New-Jersey, and 
making hishome in Trenton, has disap- 
peared mysteriously here in Florida. His 
brother-in-law, E. M. Shaw, arrived here to- 
day for the purpose of making a thorough 
search. 

Coman had an idea that there was a rich 
phosphate deposit near the head of the 
St. Lucie River, in Dade County, about 
forty miles from where Senator Quay does 
his tarpon fishing. He went down there 
last January, purchased a small boat, and 
started alone up the St. Lucie River. Since 
Jan. 17, when he wrote to his wife, nothing 
has been seen or heard of him. As the St. 
Lucie country has scarcely any mail facil- 
ities, several weeks elapsed before Conian’s 
friends began to worry. , 

Finally E. T. Coman of Chicago, a 
brother of the missing man, came down 
here in April and went to the St. Lucie 
River.

ALTOONA, Penn., May 30.—The most com- 
plete railroad wrecx that has occurred in 
this section for many years took place this 
morning at a place known as McCann’s 
Crossing, on the Tyrone and Clearfield 
Railway, about three miles from Tyrone, a 
station on the mainline of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, fourteen miles from Al- 
toona. 

The accident occurred at 5:30 o’clock 
and owing toit the circus and Wild West 
show of Walter H. Main was almost wiped 
out of existence. The circus train, com- 
posed of fourteen cars and one engine, was 
coming down the steep grade of the road, 
and when at McCann’s Crossing, where 
there is a sharp reverse curve,/an axle 
broke under one of the front cars, throw- 
ing fourteen cars off the rails and down 
thirty-foot embankment. < 

Immediately there was a scene of wildest 
confusion. Groans and cries of distress 
came from those who were in the wreck, 
and with those were mingled the roars of 
the animals, who, maddened by fear and 
pain, leaped frantically against the bars of 
their cages, and in many instances succeed- 
ed, in escaping and making their way to the 
adjoining woods. 

The result of the accident was simply 
awful, and the scene that ensued was a 
terrible and heartrending one. Seven oc- 
cupants of the cars were instantly killed, 


and nineteen others were more or less seri- 

ously injured. Six of the killed were 

showmen, one the Treasurer of the com- 
pany, and the seventh was a railroad 
rakeman whose home was in Tyrone. 

Directly after the accident, word was 
sent to the headquarters of the division at 
Tyrone, and a relief train was at once 
made up and sent to the scene, all the 
parasione of the town being hurriedly 
called into service, and taken to the relief 
of the wounded. 

Arriving on the ground, relief was soon 
given to those who had sustained injuries, 
and all the dead bodies in sight were 
gathered up and sent into Tyrone to be pre- 
pared for burial and await an inquest to 
be held by County Coroner Michael Poet. 

A little later the wounded were placed 
on a special train and brought to this city. 
Five of these, after having received proper 
attention here, were able to leave for the 
East at noon, but the remainder are still 
here.

It was two hours before Frank Train 
could be reached. He was riding in the 
ticket wagon and was buried underneath a 
pile of débris many feet high. He was con- 
scious all the time. Several times he urged 
on his rescuers, saying: ‘Hurry up, boys, 
if you’re going to do anything for me, or 
Lil die.” 

The last timber was just removed from 
his body when he breathed hislast. He 
was a prominent member of several secret 
societies, among them being the Knights of 
Pythias, Freemasons, Redmen, and Elks. 

William Henerty, a brakeman, of Tyrone 
was killed oc gag His head was 
crushed to a pulp. He was aged thirty- 
three years, was married, and the father of 
three children, the oldest of them six years. 

J. Strayer, who was also killed, only 
joined the show last night, and was mak- 
ing his tirst trip with it. 

‘be smash-up was simply awful. Of most 
of the cars nothing is left but tirewood and 
oldiron. The tlats were new, having been 
built in Youngstown, Ohio, only last year. 

The destruction to stock was enormous, 
but the loss of human lives is still more 
awful The ‘“ man-slaying” ape, the most 
dangerous animal of the whole lot, was 
luckily soon taken alive, and was safely 
caged. 

Strange to say, the elephants and camels, 
the heaviest animals of the lot, were not 
injured in the least, and were apparently 
enjoying themselves as if nothing had 
happened. 

In one place not 20 feet square lay the 
bodies of eight horses and a trick pony and 
its young foal. In another were five horses, 
and close by was a crushed box car, with 
an inextricable mass of horses, harness 
and timber impossible to_ picture. All 
were dead, and their positions showed 
that some, at least. had struggled hard 
for a short time Others had not 
moved. The cars had caught them fairly, 
and, as one of the hostlers said, pointing out 
one horse, ‘**Pvor Chicago; he never knew 
what struck him.” Scattered over the 
tield were the bodies of other horses that 
had staggered away with broken limbs 
aud internal injuries, and had been shot 
to put them out of their misery. 

Three lions escaped. One was quickly 
caught and caged. Another was lassved 
and tied to a tree by a colored attendant of 
the show, but a third is still at large, al-

Two tigers belonged to the show, and 
both got away. One was caged safely, 
but the other met his fate at the hands of 
Alfred Thomas, a native of McCann’s 
Crossing. Mr. Thomas is a farmer, and 
his wife was attending to the milking 
of the cows at about 6 o’clock this 
morning when the tiger leaped into the 
yard, and, seizing one of the cows, killed 
it. Mrs Thomas wentintoe the house and 
alarmed Mr. Thomas, who got his rifle and 
killed the tiger.

| the alligators, and @ lot of valuable snakes, 
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which were in a glass case, also escaped 
but all of them were captured in Pthe 
bushes surrounding the scene of the 
accident. One . was apt to come 
on to a bear tied to a tree, a hyena, 
or some other fierce animal. In all 
sixteen cages containing wild animals were 
crushed, and the animals escaped, but were 
captured with but few exceptions. All the 
vehicles, chariots, show wagons, &c., to the 
number of twenty-five, were utterly de- 
stroyed. —

valuable new calliope was also utterl 
smashed up. The only animals killed, be 
sides the horses, were two sacred oxen, both 
of which were so penis injured that they 
had to be shot to put them out of their 
misery. 

Around the wreck, among the trees, tents 
were pitched as quickly as possible, and 
the wounded horses were stabled in them 
and their woundsdressed. Notone of them 
escaped uninjured. 

By dinner time su plies were being 
brought to the spot and cooking was pro- 
ceeded with. Everything was sent that 
was possible from Tyrone. ‘Thousands of 
sandwiches were cut at the Ward House 
and sent to the scene. 

At noon all Tyrone was out there, and 
not a buggy was to be had anywhere. 
Along the road to Vail there was one long 
string of vehicles, carrying sightseers, who 
came back loaded with relics of the wreck. 
There was no Decoration Day in Tyrone 
this year. 

In any wreck such as this there are al- 
ways some narrow escapes to report. The 
most marvelous piece of luck was that 
which attended E. C. White of the show 
company. On Sunday last Frank Train, 
the treasurer, who was killed, quit 
the show and handed over to Mr. 
White all the accounts, tickets, and 
money. Mr. Mains and Mr. Train, who had 
been with the company several years, 
talked the matter over yesterday, and Mr. 
Train decided to stay on as Treasurer. In 
“consequence of that arrangement he, and 
not Mr. White, was sleeping last night in 
the ticket wagon and was killed. 

The real facts as to the cause of the 
wreck will probably be ascertained at the 
inquest. It appears to be the general im- 
penis that such a heavy train should 
have had at least two engines attached to 
it. The cars were sixty-five feet long, 
solidly built, and very heavy. 

So far as could be ascertained on the 
spot the loss of Tolling stock was every- 
thing on the train, except the coaches. In 
them were sleeping about 125 people. Had 
they left the track the result would have 
been terrible to contemplate. 

The loss of horses is very large. The 
hostler, Charles Evans, counted up forty- 
nine dead, all told, among them all the 
valuable ring horses, 


AERONAUT THOMAS KILLED, 


His Umbrella Became Useless and He Fel 
110 Feet to the Ground. 


BuFFAto, N. Y., May 30.—Fifteen thou- 
sand people saw Aeronaut Purcell Thomas 
killed by a fall to the flag walk in front of 
the Park Parade House this afternoon. 
Half the population of the east side had 
turned out to witness the finish of the Mar- 
tin road race and the jump which Thomas 
and his wife were advertised to make from 
the pinnacle of the Parade House. A few 
minutes before the wheelmen came in 
sight, Thomas dressed in tights, and carry- 
ing a colored umbrella ascended to 
the roof and{made his way cautiously 
out to the peak It is said that 
the management agreed to furnish 
acanvas catch sheet, but when Thomas 
looked down from his position, 110 feet 
above the ground, he saw nothing but a 
solid mass of people and a little open 
square where the police had beat back the 
crowd to give him space to alight. ‘A 
strong wind blew across the meadow and 
full in his face. This was unfavorable, 
but there was not room to jump from the 
other end of the building. He waited a 
few minutes, as if hesitating to make the 


aps p,then,as the crowd yelled encouraging- 
y to him, he opened the umbrella, and put- 
ting itover his shoulder and behind him 
so thatit might not catch the breeze until 
he was well out from the wall and out of 
danger of being blown against it, he 
stepped out over the crowd. 

The breeze which he had calculated 
would continue lulled at this moment. The 
umbrella, held in horizontal position, be- 
came useless to the aeronaut. He fell like 
a rocket’s stick, turning over as he neared 
the ground, striking first on his hip and 
then on his head. 

While the police fought off the spectators 
who threatened to trample on the dying 
man in their eagerness to see him, the am- 
bulance was called, and as he entered the 
door of the hospital he died without re- 
gaining consciousness. His ribs, hip, legs, 
and arms were broken, and his skull was 
crushed. His wife and four children are 
destitute. _ 

When Thomas made a balloon ascension 
in Buftalo four years ago, the balloon took 
fire and he escaped by dropping with a par- 
achute. Thomas’s home was in Indianap- 
olis. He was to receive $50 for the per- 
formance. During the excitement great 
loss of life was threatened by the breaking 
of one of the rails on the second gallery of 
the Parade House promenade. 


MURDERED IN HER OWN HOUSE. 








Miss Bertha Manchester the Victim of 


One or More Assassins. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., May 30.—The city is ina 
state of intense excitement to-night, due to the 
discovery of an atrocious murder, rival- 
ing in many respects those of Mr. and 
Mra. Borden. The victim was Miss Berths Man- 
chester, aged twenty-two years, a former stu- 
dent in the high school and a descendant of one 
of the oldest families in this section of New- 
England. 

Miss Manchester lived at a farmhouse four 
miles from the City Hall, on what is known 
as the New Boaton Road, very near the 
Wilson Road. She was last seen alive 
about 7:30 this morning, when her fa- 
ther, Stephen Manchester, left for this city. 
ecoompanied by his son and hired boy, to de- 


liver milk on his regular route. About 2 o’clock 
this afternoon they arrived home. Freddy, bis 
12-year-old boy, opened the kitchen door and 
saw his mardered sister lying in a pool of blood 
on the floor. He ran back to the barn and told 
his father. The latter started for the police 
station four miles distant, 

lt wae after 3 o’clock when the police arrived, 
and Medical Examiner Doian arrived about the 
same hour. A hasty examination was made of 
the house and its immediate surroundings. A 
bloody ax was found in a woodpile near the back 
fence. After hunting all over the prewises and 
being satistied that the murderer, whoever he 
was, had escaped, a closer investigation of the 
case was made. A photographer and engineer 
were summoned, and twelve negatives and in- 
numerable measurements were taken. 

The examination of the body disclosed hor 
rible conditions. The young woman was lying 
close to the foot of the atove, where she had 
evidently dragged herself through pools of her 
blood. Her right leg wasdrawn under the body, 
her clothes were partially drawn from her hips, 
and her head and face were frightfully mutil- 
ated. 

There were fonr long, deep outs on the back 
of the head, and the top of the skull was 
erushed toajeliy. There wereseveral cuts on 
the face and nose, and twoof the girl’s teeth 
were found on the floor beside her. Her loose 
hair was watted with blood, and her arms and 
face were covered with it. 

The space in which she was found measured 
about 6 by 8 feet, and the sheathing and win- 
dowa all arennd it were spotted with blood. 
Some few spots of blood were found leading 
from the kitchen to the cellar door, and there 
were pools of bleod on the floor of the cellar 
just beneath where the body lay.

One of the Jurymen Is the Secretary of a

\able to the Ordinances of the Common 
Council—Col. Langford Says He Does Not 
Furnish Free Passes to Aldermen, but 
Might on Application-The Colonel As« 
serts that He Is Under No Obligation te 
Any of the City Fathers—They Fre- 
quented the Hotel Owned by the Cor- 
poration with Which He Is Connected, 
and It Was There that Alderman Coffey 
Was Given a Dinner by the Board of 
Aldermen, 


: The regular Democratic machine organ- 
ization of Brooklyn is looking Sonam 
with the greatest interest to the trial of! 
Alderman William McKee, which begins 
to-day before Judge Moore, in the Kings — 
County Court of Sessions) The jury has 

been drawn and now comes the evidence. 

This will be the most important trial in 
Brooklyn since the trial and conviction of 
the ballot-box stuffers several years ago. 

The offense charged against Alderman 
McKee is that he aided and abetted in the 
presentation of a false and fraudulent bill 
to the city, and also aided in causing the 
same to be allowed by the Common Coun- 
cil. 

Mr. McKee was a member of the commit- 
tee which had charge of the Columbian 
celebration, and he voted to allow a bill of 
$11,400 for the erection of reviewing 
stands for the Columbian parade. In the 
trial of Clerk James H. Pigot of the Build- 
ing Department for alleged complicity in 
the frauds of the celebration, it waa: 
claimed by the prosecution that the actual | 
value of the stand was not more tham 
$4,000. 

Much depends on the trial of Alderman 
McKee. He is the first of the indicted Al- 
dermen and Supervisors to face the bar of 
justice, and the question of guilt which is 
to be settled in his case is considered by 
the people generally to be more than likely 
to form a precedent for the trials which 
are to follow. 

If Alderman McKee is convicted, the pub- 
lic will look for a conviction of Arthur J. 
Heaney, the pawnbroking Alderman, and 
of the other city and county legislators 
who have been indicted by the Grand 
Jury. On the other hand, if Mr. McKee is 
declared to be innocent, the people of 
Brooklyn will look forward to the other 
trials with doubt and uncertainty. Which- 
ever way, therefore, the verdict is rendered 
in the McKee trial will be a matter of 
equal interest and importance to the cit- 
izens of the City of Churches. 

The oncoming trial is of no less concern 
to the indicted officials and their friends, 
using the word in a political sense, than it 
is to the public across the river, and the 
other indicted Aldermen and Supervisors 
a they stand or fall together on the 
result. : 

In his fight to escape conviction, Alder- 
man McKee or the full measure of sup-. 
port and sympathy not only of his fellow. 
indicted officials, but also of the entire 
Boards of Aldermen and Supervisors, con- 
sidered as official bodies. 

It bas been well understood in Brooklyn 
for some time that the moral support of the 
regular machine organization of the Demo- 
cratic Party was behind Mr. McKee. He 
has no lack of sympathizers, both secret and 
open.

Vorks what the Brooklyn daily Lagle yes- 
terday described as ‘‘ exceedingly generous 
grants of street privileges.” ‘ 

The company asked to open any street in 
the city and lay gas mains without farther 
application to the Department of City 
Works.

The Mexican bairiess dogs, the Maltese ter- 
riers, the Prince Charles spaniels, the Ruby 
spaniels, the Italian greyhounds, and many 
other of the canine aristocrats were in cages 
drapedin bandsome colored silks and velveta. 
Mrs. Biakely Hail’s Blenheim spaniel Snooks 
looked superciliously down on people from a 
blue cagé with a wonderful puffed rope, and 
Ohiloe, Dinah, Milo, and Tidi, hali-shaved poodles 
of the Meadowmere Kennels, were in large 
apartments hung with white and black. 

All the effete dogs were on the north side of 
the hall. Ou the south side,in cages whose 
only luxuries were clean straw and dog cake in 
plenty, were the bard-boned and strong- winded 
black-and-tans, wire-haired fox terriers, smooth 
foxes, and beagles.

The charming and well-appointed grounds at 
Berkeley Oval, Morris Heights, were thronged 
yesterday by an eager crowd to witness the pro- 
gramme of athletio sports presented by the New- 
York Archdiocesan Union of Catholic Young Men’s 
Socicties.

It Was Between the New-York and Cin- 
cinnati Nines and the Visitors Won by 
a Single Run—Fine Exhibitions of the 
National Game in This City and Brook- 
lyn—Foutz’s Men Won Three Straight 
Games from the Band of Kentucky Col- 
onels Headed by Major Pfeffer. 


Decoration Day shares the honor with Fourth of 
July asthe big baseball day of the year. On the 
Polo Grounds yesterday afternoon just 23,142 per- 
s0n8 paid to witness the game between the New- 
York and Cincinnati Clubs, and in the morning over 
6,000 persons passed through the turnstiles, making 
in all nearly 30,000 for the two contests. 

This eclipses by nearly 2,000 the best attendance 
ever reached in any one city at holiday games. The 
best previous record was made about half a dozen 
years ago on the old Polo Grounds, when the Giants 
and Detroite drew over 28,000 in two games on 
Decoration Day. 

The games onthe Polo Grounds yesterday were 
well worth witnessing, It the morning the Giants 
won after a contest of eleven innings, and in the aft- 
ernoon they lost the game by a score of 3 to 2. Both 
contests were of the liveliest character and elicited 
frequent outbursts of applause. Good plays were 
numerous and poor ones few and far between. 

In the morning the New- Yorks presented forjtheir 
battery Crane and Doyle, and Cincinnati had Dwyer 
and Vaughn in the points. Both men pitohed good 
ball, particularly Crane, who gave evidence of hav- 
ing recovered his equilibrium. He was remarkably 
steady at times, and when the bases were occupied 
he was very effective. Crane is a good pitcher, and it 
is apparent that he will be in form now in a short 
while. 

In the opening game the New-Yorks began to 
seore in the firstinning. Smith’s error gave Burke 
two bases, he went to third on Tiernan’s sacrifice, 
and scored when Ward made a hit. Connor’s out 
advanced Ward and ho tallied on Davis’s hit for 
three bases. Cincinnati took the lead in the third 
inning when Canavan mado a hit, Comiskey got his 
base on balls, Vaughn made a single, and Dwyer 
hit for three bases, sending in3runs. Doyle’s bunt, 
a steal to second, andasingle by Lyons ‘tied’ the 
score in the sixth.

HRusie was ouly hit safely twice, but the game 
was lostthrongh battery errors. Mullane pitched 
for six innings, but in the seventh Chamberlain re- 
lieved him. In the contest some of the best possible 
work was done by the players of both teams, Fuller 
in particalar. The little short stop made some great 
plays. capturing several hard-hit balls that looked 
good for safe hits. 

Both failed to score until the sixth inning, when 
the Glants made all their rons.

The Sabbatarians who propase to “ boy- 
eott” the World’s Fair by way of reveng- 
ing themselves upon its managers for yield- 
ing to an overwhelming demand for its 
opening on Sunday do not occupy either a 
agignitied or a promising attitude. Some 
weeks ago Ture TimzEs pointed out that no- 
body who objected to traveling on Sundays 
had gone the length of refusing to travel 
on week days by a road which ran Sunday 
trains. This consideration has been pressed 
upon his people by a preacher in Boston. 
The people who hold that itis “sinful” to 
g° to a fair on Sunday are the very people 
who most need to be informed of the rival 
attractions offered by a World’s Fair and 
the saloons to the population ofa great 
city, and they are also the people who are 
least likely to be informed upon sucha 
subject. That they should voluntarily cut 
themselves off from an opportunity of en- 
lightenment is much to be regretted, but it 
may be suspected that they would not go 
to the World’s Fair whether it was opened 
on Sunday or not, and that they are giving 
examples of very cheap virtue in attribut- 
ing to religious motives an abstention which 
is really due to impecuniosity. 





{t is quite appropriate that the Populists 
of Kansas should revert to the primitive 
method of carrying on-business. They pro- 
pose to establish *‘exchanges” where the 
products which they have to dispose of can 
be traded for such articles as they desire. 
This is the system of barter with which 
commercial and industrial civilization 
commonly begins. They also propose to 
venture upon the use of ‘“‘checks” or rep- 
resentatives of value, which can be given 
for their products, and subsequently used 
in buying what they want, if they do not 
wish to make the exchange immediately. 
Here is a beginning of a money system in 
primitive form. The great trouble with 
these Populist schemes is that they ignore 
history and experience, and propose to be- 
gin the experiments of a primitive age over 
again. Thisisa great waste of time, and 
will result in the losses of unnecessary 
failure. It is just as well to learn some- 
thing from the past and take the benefit of 
the progress the human race has made. 
Why try to begin civilization over again, 
when so much wisdom has been accumnu- 
lated by the successes and failures of long 
generations? It takes too loug to learn 
everything by one’s own experience, and 
by the time a real Populist learns in that 
way what every intelligent student of the 
past knows at the start he will be ready 
to die, and will find that his whole life has 


been wasted.

reason the statements of our correspond- 
ent in Vienna especially deserve atten- 
tion.

With 
respect to its wheat crop the experience of 
Russia this year has closely resembled that 
of the United States, for the yield of Win- 
ter wheatin this country has been very 
largely cut down, while it is quite probable 
that the crop of Spring wheat will suffer 
no reduction.

Coinage operations at the Carson Mint 
have been suspended, owing to the ex- 
cessive cost of the work and because the 
quantity of gold bullion deposited there is 
small.

The official announcement that the trial 
speed of the New-York, after deductions 
for tidal influences, was 21 knots, shows 
that her contractors won $200,000 bonus 
in their great race against time. This is 
the highest premium on record in our new 
navy, whether for speed, as the later con- 
tracts have run, or for horse power, as the 
earlier ones were drawn. Yet it is sur- 
passed in proportion to the contract price 
by the winnings of the Detroit, since the 
latter was built for $612,500, exclusive of 
alterations, and the New-York for $2,985, 
000. The Baltimore firm, however, made 
a very low bid, knowing that the Detroii’s 
engines were planned with a view to 18 
knots, while only 17 were called for by the 
contract, the difference representing $100,- 
000 that could be fairly counted on, while 
a much greater premium was actually 
earned. They could make the same calcu- 
lation forthe Montgomery. Taking togeth- 
er the Baltimore, the Philadelphia, the San 
Francisco, the Newark, and all the other 
premium winners, with the very trifling 
offsets in penalties for shortcomings, the 
total thus far expended by the Government 
in premiums is very considerable, But it 
is money well laid out, since it means faster 
and more efficient vessels. The real loss 
comes when the Government saves money 
by shortcomings in speed and engine power.

THE RHODE ISLAND ANOMALY. 

The absurdity of the Rhode Island ma- 
jority and hold-over system could not be 
more copspicuously illustrated than in the 
case of Hoxsry of Westerley. Hoxsry 
has for many years been the Town Clerk 
of Westerley, and last year he was chosen 
a Representative of the First District of 
that townin the lower branch of the Leg- 
islature, This year he was elected to the 
Senate as representative of the whole 
town in that branch, but there was no 
election in his old district on account of 
the majority rule. 

This left Hoxsry in the position of a 
Senator-elect, and also of a possible hold- 
over Representative. As Town Clerk, it 
was his duty to issue a warrant for a new 
election for Representative in the First 
District. This he did not do. As Senator- 
elect, it was his duty, imposed by law, to 
file, through the Town Clerk and with the 
Secretary of State, his certificate of elec- 
tion to the Senate, in order that the roll of 
Senators might be duly made up. Up to 
the time of the meeting of the General As- 
sembly at Newport this certificate had not 
been filed. If Hoxsry proposed to decline 
the oftice of Senator in order to hold over 
in the House of Representatives, for which 
he had not even been a candidate, the law 
required him to file a certificate of declina- 
tion. This he did not do. 


Why this strangely anomalous state of 
things and flagrant disregard of legal re- 
quirements? The majority rule had caused 
such a muddle in elections to the Legis- 
lature that its control was in doubt and 
HoXsrEY might become a balance of power. 
The **‘ Grand Committee,” or what in mod- 
ern States is called the “joint assembly ” 
of the two houses, which elects State 
offiters when under the majority rule the 
people fail to elect them, consists of seven- 
ty-two Representatives, thirty-six Sena- 
tors, and the Lieutenant Governor, and is 
presided over by the Governor, who has a 
casting vote in case of a tie. Of the 
Grand Committee the Republicans claimed 
fifty-four and the Democrats claimed fifty- 
four. One Senator was claimed by both 
sides and haif a dozen or more Republican 
Representatives were hold-overs. The Govy- 
ernor and the Lieutenant Governor had a 
possible interest in becoming hold-overs 
themselves in case there was no election by 
the Grand Committee. 

In this situation what was Pooh-Bah 
Hoxsry to do? The honest thing to do 
was to file his certificate of election as Sen- 
ator, call a new election for Representa- 
tive, and do his duty as Town Clerk ac- 
cording to law. But Hoxsrey was a 
Republican and under the advice of Re- 
publican politicians, and it was not a 
question of doing the honest thing, but of 
controlling the ‘‘Grand Committee.” The 
Republicans had the Senate, and did not 
need HOXsEY’s vote there. Moreover, the 
“*hold-over” would be a Republican if he 
kept out. If there was another election 
for Representative in the First District of 
Westerley, there wasa fair chance that a 
Democrat would be chosen, whereas if 
HioxsEyY held over, his vote might be de- 
cisive in the Grand Committee, the Repub- 
lican “‘ hold-over” keeping his place in the 
Senate. This was the villainous scheme 
which HoXSEY was to serve, if it became 
necessary in the view of the conspirators 
controlling him, by keeping out of the

THE QUESTION OF CONTRACT. 





Nobody seems to contend that Congress 
had any authority to require the Colum- 
bian Exposition Company to keep the 
World’s Fair closed on Sunday. It is a 
matter over which the National Govern- 
ment had no jurisdiction. It was for this 
reason that the attempt was made to 
accomplish the object indirectly by making 
Sunday closing a condition of the grant of 
money. The only ground this affords for 
enforcing Sunday closing by legal process 
is that a contract was entered into by the 
acceptance of the money appropriated. 
Even the Methodist ministers seem to ad- 
mit that it was a matter of virtual bribery. 
The Rev. Dr. ATKINSON, at their meeting 
on Monday, denounced the World’s Fair 
Directors as a “set of men” who,have 
‘received from the people of this country 

2,500,000 to keep the fair closed on Sun- 
day, and who have violated their contract 
and kept the people’s money.” The chief 
fault in this statement is that it implies 
that the people hired the Directors to close 
the fair in their faces on Sunday, whereas 
the politicians in Congress assumed to use 
the people’s money for that purpose and to 
make a corrupt contract which the people 
never desired or assented to. 

The legal question is really, then, one of 

enforcing a contract under which the 
World’s Fair Directors agreed to close the 
fair on Sunday in consideration of receiv- 
ing from the Government $2,500,000 for its 
general purposes, part of which Congress 
afterward decided to bestow upon certain 
special purposes designated by itself. How 
shall the conditions of that contract be ju- 
dicially enforced, assuming it to have been 
originally valid, and not to have been nul- 
lified by the action of Congress in violating 
its own part of the agreement? Can the 
Government show damage to itself by the 
non-fulfillment of the condition, such as 
would entitle it to an injunction to prevent 
Sunday opening? Evidently not. It may 
have a remedy for breach of contract 
in the form of a suit at law to re- 
cover the money, but certainly that remedy 
could not be helped by an injunction for 
Sunday closing, for that might be the very 
thing that would render the company un- 
able torefund the money. 
So far as the Government has any legal 
claim, it would be injured by Sunday clos- 
ing, and the very condition upon which 
that claim is based is calculated to make 
its satisfaction impossible. The Govern- 
ment would be in the position of trying to 
bankruptits beneficiary by enforcing the 
hard terms of a contract of doubtful valid- 
ity, and then of trying to recover from the 
bankrupt an indemnity for his effort to es- 
capeinsolvency. Insbhort, the Government 
can only appear before the courts in a 
ridiculous attitude, for which a fatuous 
Congress prepared the way. In the mean- 
time the cause of reason in the observance 
of Sunday will make an immense advance 
through the very efforts of those who so 
blindly resist it. 











PHILADELPHIA AND CHICAGO. 


The Evening Post is moved, by the situa- 
tion of affairs at Chicago, to remark that 
**the chief lesson of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition ought to be that if weever have 
another international fair in this country, 
there should be no National Commission 
connected with it.” This is a plausible 
but hasty conclusion. The true conclusion 
is that the National Commission should be 
chosen with great care, and with especial 
reference to the duties that are to be de- 
volved upon its members. 


The care necessary to secure a successful 
result has not been exercised in the choice 
of Commissioners to the Columbian Expo- 
sition, but it was exercised in the choice of 
Commissioners to the Centennial Exposi- 
tion. The organization was essentially the 
same ineach case. The Chicago Directory 
corresponds very closely to the Centennial 
Board of Finance. Each was a purely 
local body, appointed for the purpose of 
organizing and making available the local 
euthusiasm, and each did its work ex- 
tremely well. The Chicago Directory has 
had very much more money to spend than 
the Philadelphian Board of Finance, but it 
has spent it with equal intelligence and 
care, and it has had it tospend. The cost of 
the buildingsin Philadelphia were about 
five millions, or one-seventh the cost of the 
buildings at Jackson Park, but the attract- 
iveness of the later buildings is proportion- 
ately greater, and is a very much larger 
element in the attractiveness of the fair. 
In fact, the curiosity to see the buildings 
themselves was scarcely an element in the 
attractiveness of the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion, while it is by all odds the largest of the 
individual factors in the attractiveness of 
the Columbian Exhibition. 
est scale upon which the earliest exhibi- 
tion was planned made it possibile to repay 
the advance made by the General Govern- 
ment, and also to return a considerable 
their investments to the 
stockholders. Probably nobody expects a 
like result at Chicago. The stockholders 
are prepared to accept the direct and indi- 
rect benefits of the fair to Chicago, and to 
themselves as citizens of Chicago, in com- 
pensation for the loss of their investments, 
while, even if there should be money 
enough left to repay the advance of the 
Government, the fair will already have 
reaped the full benefit, or nearly the full 
benefit, of the advance by reason of the 
form in which the advance was made. 

The real difference isin the composition 
of the two commissions. The President of 
the Centennial Commission was Gen. 
HAWLEY, and the Director General, chosen 
from among its own members, was Mr. 
GosuorRn. It would be extravagant and 
untrue to say that there was no friction at 
Philadelphia between the National Com- 
mission and the local board. There was a 
great deal of friction, but the efforts of 
everybody concerned were addressed to 
minimizing it, and it was at no time great

proportion of 





enough to imperil the success of the enter- 





prise. With a dual organization of this 
kind, a great deal of tact and a concilia- 
tory spirit are absolutely essential. At 
Philadelphia they were found, and at 
Chicago they are, upon the part of the Na- 
tional Commission, decidedly lacking. Yet 
the dual organization is an absolute neces- 
sity for an international fair organized 
under our system, in which both local 
public spirit and national pride have nec- 
essary parts to play. At Philadelphia the 
choice of Mr. GOSHORN was a great stroke 
of good fortune. He was perfectly aware 
that any personal credit that might accrue 
to the Director General must be derived 
from the success of the fair, and that the 
Director General must be prepared to 
make personal sacrifices to that end. 
Accordingly he did receive the largest 
share of credit that any man fm his posi- 
tion could reasonably hope for. On the 
other hand, the efforts of Mr. Davis have 
apparently been directed mainly tothe 
magnification of his own office and to the 
disparagement of the local board, who 
have done all the work that is creditable 
at Chicago, and who are represented by an 
executive manager, in the Director of 
Works, whose competency, energy, and 
tact have been conspicuous throughout. 
A skillful Director General would have 
avoided the scandals that have threatened 
the success of the exhibition. He would 
have tried to please the exhibitors, whether 
they were right or wrong, instead of try- 
ing to “punish” displeased or “ disloyal” 
exhibitors. Ifit had pleased Heaven to 
afflict him with a John Boyd Thacher, in- 
stead of a Gen. Francis A. Walker, as 
Chief of the Bureau of Awards, endeavor- 
ing to make successful an untried and un- 
popular system of awards, he would have 
done all in his power to mitigate and 
suppress his Thacher, instead of staying 
and comforting him in his attacks upon 
the foreign and domestic exhibitors. Ina 
word, he would have acted as Mr. GoSHORN 
acted at Philadelphia in 1876, rather than 
as Mr. Davis has acted at Chicago in 1893. 

Possibly the Centennial Commission was 
composed of as unpromising material as 
the Columbian Commission. The differ- 
ence is that the crude elements of the com- 
mission were suppressed in Philadelphia 
and have beeh exalted at Chicago. The 
conclusion that this country is less civil- 
ized in 1893 than it was in 1876, though 
natural, we believe to be unjust. The 
other conclusion that we ought to avoid 
national commissions when we have 
world’s fairs on hand is impracticable, be- 
cause it is only through some official organ 
of the Nation that foreign nations can be 
induced to take part in world’s fairs. The 
real conclusion is that it makes a great 
deal of difference whom we putin chafge 
of a world’s fair, as the agent of a national 
commission, and that it is not any com- 
monplace politician who will answer the 
purpose, 











‘TYPICAL CASES OF FRAUD. 

From an interesting article on pensions, 
contributed to the Forum by the Hon. 
JouN De Witt WARNER, a well-known 
lawyer who represents one of the districts 
of this city in Congress, we take the fol- 
lowing description of two cases of fraud: 

*“* A veteran pensioned for rupture was proved 
to have been 80 affected before the war; and on 
examination it was found that he had been 
personuated atthe original muster-in by a phys- 
ioally sound man whom he had hired for $25 to 
take his place for the occasion. The pensioner 
was removed from the rolls after his crime was 
discovered; but the Government had already 
lost $2,000 by him. The pension he frandu- 
lently secured was at the rate of $8 per month: 

“Since the law of 1890 was passed he has re- 
newed his application, and is now the ward of a 
grateful Government and receiving $12 a 
month for total disability (from the rupture 
which occurred before he enlisted, and to con- 
céal which and to get into the army at all he 
suborned perjury.) ' 

“ A soldier who had been discharged from the 
service seven months after his enlistment, on a 
surgeon's certificate that he was incapacitated 
by fracture of his arm long before he enlisted, 
applied twenty years after for a pension. He 
suborned two comrades, who swore that he re- 
ceived his injury while in the service, and four 
tramps, who swore that they knew him well at 
the time ne was bnlisted, and that he was then 
sound. 

“To all this on indiotment he pleaded guilty, 
and served out his time in the penitentiary; 
and then applied for and secured a pension of 
$8 a month under the act of 1890.” 

These cases, with several others, are 
cited by Mr. WARNER as being ‘not of the 
extreme, but of the typical, classes,” and 
rather as illustrations of the strain to 
which pension procedure is subjected than 
as proofs in themselves that the pension 
roll should be purged. 

These two typical cases are especially in- 
teresting because they show what can be 
done under the provisions of the act of 
1890, provisions that would have been 
made much more “liberal” than they are 
if Senator BLarr of New-Hampshire and 
some of his Republican associates could 
have had their way, It seems to us that 
the time must come when the worthy pen- 
sioners on the roll and all the other hon- 
est veterans of the late war will unite in 
a protest against the frauds of which such 
cases are types and will strive in all possi- 
ble ways to make the roll an lionorable one 
in all its parts. 





RECKLESS BICYCLE RIDERS, 

The killing of alittle child by a reckless 
rider of a bicycle in the Boulevard has 
served, for the moment, to make thease rub- 
ber-shod missiles of the highways more 
careful of their movements. But there is 
no hope that any real or lasting relief from 
the danger and annoyance to which way- 
farersin the Boulevard are daily subject- 
ed willcome through any change of heart 
in the bicycle riders. The pedestrian must 
be better protected by laws enforced by 
the police. 

With the cheapening in the cost of bi- 
cycle riding in the public streets has come 
the abuse of that privilege by thousands of 
ignorant and loaferish individuals. Many 
of the bicyclists who swarm along the 
smooth asphalt of the Boulevard, particu- 
larly at night and on Sunday, are irre- 
sponsible and reckless young men to whom 
a stable keeper would not entrust a saddle 
horse, and’ who are not fit to ride anything 
but a rail. 

In the interest of public safety and com- 
mon decency every rider of a bicycle ought 
to be brought more fully within the police 
authority than he is at present. Each 
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owner of a bieycle ought to be required to 
take out a license for his machine, and dis- 
play it whenever called upon to do so. 
Every man who keeps bicycles for rent 
should be required to obtain a license and 
a number for each machine, which its rider 
should be compelled to display, like a pub- 
lic hackman, upon his vehicle. ‘The fee for 
a license need not be large, but the system 
would be salutary and effectual both mor- 
ally and practically. The police would 
thus have a chance to regulate the riding, 
as they now can control the driving of 
horses; and the existing ordinances as to 
speed, proper place in the roadway instead 
of on the sidewalks or the central “‘ grass- 
plots”—so called—in the Boulevard, and 
the keeping of bicycles in roadworthy con- 
dition, with effectual signals by day and 
lamps at night, could be enforced more 
readily, 

It is true that a policeman on foot cannot 
catch a bicyclist in a stern chase. There 
seems to be a distinct need for a few 
mounted policemen: to break the back of 
this dangerous nuisance in the Boulevard 
and the Riverside Drive. In view of the 
belligerent attitude of many of these im- 
pudent law breakers it might be well to 
arm these mounted policemen with lassos, 
at first, or with hounds if necessary.

THE OPEN CAR. 


In this uncertain season the most objec- 
tionable public vehicle in New-York is the 
open street car. This car makes its appear- 
ance annually on the first warm day in 
April, and thereafter continues on its 
course, heedless of its baneful effect upon 
the health of the city, through all changes 
of weather, until the Autumnal equinox. 
At first it is an alluring object, and the 
people hail it as a harbinger of Summer, 
and scramble for places on its benches. 
They are still wearing their Winter over- 
coats and wraps, and thus, in the de- 
ceptive warmth of the Spring sun, the 
first ride in the open car seems, for a little 
while, to be a grateful and health-inspiring 
change from the cramped and close box 
cars and the always crowded cars of the 
elevated roads; which in April are invari- 
ably heated by the steam that benumbed 
passengers yearn for in November. 

But even this first ride in an open street 
car, on a day that seems to be Summer-like, 
but is not, may lead to the grip or pneu- 
monia and thence to the grave, and, through 
the climatic changes of our uncertain 
May, the people who dwell along the line 
of a car company using open cars learn to 
look upon those dangerous vehicles with 
apprehension. But if they want to ride 
they must take an open car. Once the 
Summer vehicles are hauled ont of the sta- 
bles they are kept in use, though the mer- 
cury in the thermometer sink to the freez- 
ing point and the wind blow fiercely from 
the east. 

The open car is supposed to be unusually 
comfortable for men, because it has certain 
seats in which a man may smoke. But 
thisisa delusion. The ‘smokers’ seats” 
are always occupied by women. The 
women prefer those seats, and only the 
most stern and agile conductor can make 
them take the front seats.

FILTERED WATER FOR HAMBURG. 


Immediately after the announcement 
that there was one death from Asiatic 
cholera in Hamburg on Saturday last 
comes the news that the city is now for the 
first time supplied with water that has 
passed through the new filter beds and that 
unfiltered water from the polluted Elbe no 
longer enters the mains. 

This is very good news, not only for 
Hamburg, but also for all places to which 
emigrants and other persons are shipped 
from that city. It was proved conclusive- 
ly that the great mortality during last 
year’s epidemic in Hamburg was due chief- 
ly tothe condition of the water supply, 
water being taken from the river, which 
had become infected, and delivered in the 
city without having been subjected to fil- 
tration or any other process of purifica- 
tion. 

The adjoining city of Altona also took 
water from the same river, and took it ata 
place where the conditions invited even 
more dangerous pollution, but the entire 
supply passed through filter beds, and for 
this reason there were very few cases of 
cholera in that city. It was not expected 
that the new and costly filtration works 
at Hamburg would be ready for use before 
the end of the Summer. With carefully 
filtered water and a reorganized and en- 
lightened Board of Health the city may be 
able to defy cholera.

SECRETARY SMITH’S ORDER. 


The Beginning of Real Reform in Pen- 
sions. 


From the Philadelphia Record, ( Dem.) 
Under the Dependent Pension bill, which 
calls for the exercise of discrimination as to the 
extent of the disability, but which as construed 
by Messrs. Raum and Bussey has permitted the 
rating of nearly all of the claimants at the max- 


imun of disability, over 500,000 pension claims 
have been allowed. How many of these were 
without any better warrant than the higher law 
set up by the Pension Bureau officials out of 
their own sweet will and largeness of heart can- 
not be even approximately estimated at this 
time. But the truth will soon be known. As 
stated in a Washington dispatch to THe NEew- 
Yoru Times: 

“ The decision announced by Secretary Smith 
is not only to form a precedent in the examina- 
tion of future claims for pensions under the 
Disability act, but it is to form a guide as well 
by which all the half-million cases already 
issued under that act are to be re-examined.” 

The far-reaching effect of the decision be- 
comes at once apparent in the light of this 
Statement. Itis more than the stoppage of a 
vastleak. It is the declaration of a new policy 
ofsorutiny, both retroactive and prospective. 
To carry such a policy into effect will, of course, 
ental! incaicula!le work, and meanwhile there 
will necessarily be some interruption to the 
legitimate duties of the Pension Kureau. But 
the pension laws will be carried out in spirit as 
well as in letter, and Commissioner Loohren is 
making the fact perfectly clear that this is 
what he understands he is there for. 





THE DUTY OF THE VETERANS. 


From the Philadelphia Ledger, (Ind. Rep.) 
The burden of what may be called indirect 
taxation, which all excessive duties are, is being 
keenly felt, and relief from it is very commonly 


demanded by the people. Butif, instead of be- 
ing relieved frow indirect taxation, direct taxa- 
tion is to be added inthe form of an income tax, 
the veteruns of the war will have reason to fear 
that a general protest will be made against the 
present pension system, the result of which may 
possibly bear hardly upon the worthy as the un- 
worthy pensioners. they themselves should 
consequently be among the first to join with 
President Cleveland in the demand that “our 
pension roll should be made a roll of honor, un- 
contaminated by ill desert and unvitiated by 
demagogic use.” That powerful and patriotic 
organization, the Grand Army of the Republic, 
should, in respect to the interestof all worthy 
veterans or their families, be prompt to place 
itself upon record as favoring the just prinolple 
above laid down by the President. 





THE RESULT WILL BE SATISFACTORY. 


From the Wilmington (Del) News, ( Rep.) 

The Secretary of the Interior, Hoke Smith, 
has given a pension decision whereby he hopes 
to effect a saving of $20,000,000 a year for the 
Government. He decides, contrary to ex-Com- 
missioner Raum, that the statute requires disa- 
bility not of service origin to be such as to pre- 
vent the applicant for a pension from earning 
support by manual labor in order to entitle him 
to the total disability rating. If this idea is 
carried out honestly, and not with Democratic 
prejudice against old soldiers, the result will be 
satisfactory. There clearly should be a distinc- 
tion between men incapacitated during service 
and those who become incapacitated a quarter 
ofa century after service has ended.

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THE SOUTH LAVISH IN HONORS 
TO JEFFERSON DAVIS, 


The People Turned Out at Every Station 
with Salutes and Flowers, and the Ten- 
derest Sentiments of Love Were Mani- 
fested—The Daughter of the Confeder- 
acy Meets the Daughter of One of Its 
Illustrious Generals—‘*Old Glory” and 
the Stars and Bars at Raleigh. 


GREENBBOROUGH, N. C., May 30.—All night, 
from Atianta to Charlotte, there were demon- 
Strations along the route as Jefferson Davis's 
funeral train few by. Here it was a bonfire 
lighting up the crowd assembled at the track, 
and there a cannon rang out. Repeatedly three 
volleys of musketry were fired. Out of the dark- 
ness would come a shurp command, and thena 
flash and areport would disclose the presence 
of still another assemblage anxious to do honor. 

At Greenville Gov. Tillman boarded the train. 
He will go to Richmond and take part in the 
cerewonies there, At Charlotte the Hornet's 
Nest Rifles and the Queen City Rifles fired three 
volleys as the traindrewin. A body of Confed- 
erate veterans was drawn up in front of the 
line, witha battle fiag furled and draped in 
crape. On the left of the line were the Naval 
Reserves of North Carolina with a brightly- 
polished howitzer and gunners in white duck 
suits, This gun fired a Presidential salute 
Gen. Capers boarded the train to accompany 
the cortége on its further progress. 

At Salisbury Major Witners, Gen. John H. 
Morgan’s Adjutant Genoral, came on with the 
battle flag of that command. At this pointa 
large crowd assembled about the funeral car 
and begged for the crushed and faded flo wers 
that had fallen to the floor. Some were handed 
out by the guard of honor and were eagerly 
clutched. Then Capt. Ramsay’s light battery, 
the Tenth North Carolina, saluted. 

On went the train. Passing the roundhouse, @ 
workman, covered with oil and grease f rom 
head to feet, drew himself up as if on parade, 
reverently uncovered, and so stood tili the 
train passed from view. 

The funeral was now leaded with flowers. 


They were heaped and piled at the head of the 
casket for four feet out, and on the sides had to 
be rearranged to allow a passage. 
Some of the carde attached read as follows: 
“A tribute from loving hearts and willing hands 
to the memory of our beioved chieftain, whose only 
crime was tlat he was a nation’s choice. Ladies’ 
Memorial Association, Union Springs, Ala. Miss 
Kohman, President; Mrs. J. L. Branch, Secretary.” 
“In Southern hearts thy deeds shall shine as 
from @ siar sublime. Compliments of GC. W. Brad- 
shaw, Lieutenant Colonel Third North Carolina 
Troop, Hoke’s Division.” 
Dead, but his spirit breathes; 
Dead, but his heart is ours; 
Dead, but his sunmy iand wreathes 
Hils crown with vears for tlowers,” 
“For our chieftain, from Luoy Cobb Institute, 
Athens, Ga.” 
* Though my scarred and veteran legions bear their 
eagies high no more, 
And my wrecked and scattered galleys strow dark 
Actium's fatal shore, ’ 
Though no glittering guards surround me, prompt 
to do their master’s will,

A shield of magnolia buds was received from 
the Ladies’ Memorial Association, Athens, Ga, 
At Greensborough the banks and business 
houses were closed and alarge crowd assem- 
bled, and the corporate authorities breakfasted 
the escort. The train was met by a procession 
of veterans and citizens. 


DANVILLE, Va, May 30.—When the train

The sweet, soft volces and 
gentle grace of the two young women contrast- 
ing strongly with the martial forms, half seen 
by the light of the lanterns. 

Though Greenville, 5. C., was reached at the 
late hour of 2 A. M., 2,500 people were waiting 
there, and the veterans from several adjacent 
counties and two volunteer companies were 
drawn up and éaluted. 

CoL Hoytof the Old Palmetto Sharpshooters, 
addressing Mayor Ellyson of Richmond, who 
has general charge of the train. said: 

“Greenville and its visitors, representing South 
Carolina on this occasion, have come to pay homage 
to the illustrious dead. The veterans of the Southern 
Confederacy are here with a last fond tribute to their 
departed chieftain. The mothers and daughters 
have come to lay their offerings upon the bier of our 
great leader, and a younger generation testifies that 
the prinoiples for which he contended yet live in the 
hearts of >outherners. 

** All these join in saying that the people whose 
destinies were directed by him for four years of mo- 
mentous history hola his services in loving, 

rateful remembrance, and as his ashes are 

eing carried to their final restin place they 
would emulate his devotion, which shrunk from no 
sacrifice and guailed before no peril, and even at this 
unpropitious hour of the night the aged veterans and 
the frail, delicate women are here to houor the 
memory of Jefferson Davis, the beloved chieftain of 
the historic Southland.” 

Mayor Ellyson briefly and appropriately re- 
sponded. Among the tloral tributes sent in was 
a palmetto wreath, brought up especially from 
the coast for this occasion. ov. Tillman 
then boarded the train to go to Richmond, andit 
starced amid three volleys from the Greenville 
and Butler Guards, Among the ladies present 
here was Mrs. Julius C. Smith, daughter of the 
Rey. Dr. Basil Manly, who offered the prayer at 
the inauguration of Mr. Davis at Montgomery. 

At Durham the veterans were there and the 
volunteers fired a funeral salute while 500 chil- 
dren formed a line. Bells tolled and a dense 
crowd swarmed about the train. The firat in- 
quiry was always: ‘* Where is the President's 
cottin?” and the next was, “ Where is Miss 
Winnie?” 

Raleigh was reached a4 little after noon. 
Stores were closed, many houses draped in 
mourning, and the bells began to toll as 
soon as the train stopped. Fully 20,000 
people were out, The military and veteran 
organizations were formed in two lines, 
and between them setood a funeral car in 
the sbape of a temple draped in black with the 
base and capitals of its supporting columns in 
white. At each corner sat a beautiful little 
golden-haired girl of twelve or thirteen, dressed 
in white with black sash, and Dearing a Confed- 
erate flag. 

Two of the four flags were the stars and bars and 
two the Confederate national flag, white fleld, 
and battle flag union. Three of these children 
were daughters of Confederate general ofticers. 
The fourth was a private soldier’s child. This 
car was drawn by six huge black horses. They 
were driven by James Jones, once a slave of 
Jefferson Davis, and at each horse’s head 
walked a nogro field hand in his ordinary work- 
ing clothes. 

Six prominent oiltizens of North Carolina car- 
ried the casket from the train to the oar. De 
clining to use the handles to the casket, they 
bore it on their shoulders. The Louisiana 
escort and staff and the Mississippi, 
Texas, Georgia, and other veterans ac- 
companying the train followed two and 
two. The procession moved off witb the State 
infantry in front, the band playing a dead 
march. Then came the funeral car, a triple 
line of veterans on each side, and a long line 
following arm in arm. 

On one side of the street a long line of little 
children was drawnup. In the centre of the 
military were two Color Sergeants, side by 
side, one with the stars and stripes and the 
other with a tattered Confederate battle flag, 
both fiying at the entrance to the Capitol. 

Carr of North Carolina and his staff met 
the procession, The casket was carried up to the 
entrance of the Capitol, but before its removal 
into the building the cholr sang ‘" Pieyel’s 
Hymn,” andthe Kev, Dr. Marshall, Episcopal 
rector, offered prayer.

A choir 
Sang ‘‘ Nearer, My God, toThee” as the train 
rolled in, The crowd was 80 dense 
and so determined to see the funeral 
car and Miss Winnie that the sold- 
iers were obliged to press them back with their 
wuskets. Two extra cars were added to the 
train, one for Gov. McKinney and his staff, and 
one for the Riehmond Light Infantry Blues, 
who came on as honorary esvorts. 

Fully 6,000 people were at the station. Many 
came in from iorty and titty milesin the country 
to meet the train.

MRS. DAVIS STARTS FOR RICHMOND, 


While the votorans of the North were bearing

OONGREGATIONAL AWAKENING, 


Self-Consciousness the Theme of a Sermon 
by the Rev. Dr. Stimson. 





BARATOGA, N. Y¥., May 30.—The Americar 
Home Missionary Society began its sixty- 
seventh annual session here to-night. Officers 
of the society and visitors are present from all 
parts of the country, including Texas, Califor- 
nia, and Dakota. 

The sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. H. A. 
Stimson, pastor of the Broadway Tabernacle, 
New-York City, from the text: 

“If any provideth not for his own, and especially 
his own household, he is worse than an infidel.” 

He referred to the settlement of Okla 
homa as an event which could have oe- 
curred only in the United States and as 
a triumph of common sense of the com- 
mon people, trained to express themselves in 
responsible action. This was the fundamental 
principle of Congregationalism. The triumph 
of American institutions was the triumph of 
the Congregational prineiple and manhood. 

The Congregationalism of to-day, conscious of 
ite birthright, was ready to do its work any- 
where. That it had not always done so and had 
— its own historic faith was a melancholy 

ac 

The story of the coming of the denomination 
into consvious possession of its own privilege 
begins with the organization of the American 
Home Missionary Society, in 1826, when the 
fundamental thought of American Congrega- 
tionalism of the two previous centuries 
first took definite shape. The denom- 
ination had allowed itself to become 
self-limited to the New-England States. The 

lan of union in 1801 between the Connesticut 

jssionary Society and the Presbyterians re- 
sulted in the territory west of the Hudson being 
effectually Presbyterianized, and the Congrega- 
tional lamb settled iteelf apparently once for 
all inside the Presbyterian lion. 

For this the lion must not be blamed. The 
Presbyterians did not love their polity too well, 
Congrogetiossliase did not love theirs enough. 
Of the 969 churches in Michigan, Indiana, llli- 
nois, Missouri, and Wisconsin, not one ante- 
dated the organization of sthis society, and of 
the 138 churches in New-Jersey and Penusylva- 
nia, only 4 did so. 

This society originally embraced three other 
denominations as well as its own, and while its 
organization was a great step forward, Congre- 
gationalism bad not yet taken on this form 
of self-perpetuation. The next step was the 
extension of the educational system westward, 
so that there are now forty colleges and seven 
theological seminaries. The next was the per- 
mission inserted in the constitution in 1852 
through the persistence of Henry C. Bowen to 
raise money to erect churches and parsonages. 

This was regarded at the time as a possible 
evil, but it was the Magna Charta of the Con- 
gregationpal Churoh building Society, which 
was the first society to assume the Congrega- 
tional name, and has received its reward in the 
splendid bequest of Mr. Stickney. 

The succeeding steps were the onward move- 
ment in the West, initiated by the organization 
of the First Congregational Church of St. Louis, 
and the undertaking of work among the foreign- 
born citizens. The last step was the problem 
of city evaugelization. 

With deep gratitude to God and honorable 
pride, Congrogationaliste may speak of the way 
in which in the past ten years, under the lead 
of the Cbioago brethren, it had begun suc- 
cessfully to grapple with this greatest task 
of the closing century. In Amerieanizing and 
christening great groups of foreigners and sup- 
plying self-sustaining churebes in new sections 
of cities the country to-day offered nothing oom- 
parable with the record of the Chicago City 
Missionary Society.] 

In one great city its method has been adopted 
by five other denominations. Thus Congrega- 
tionalism had come to its manhood and had 
taken its proper place among other denomina 
tions, ready for the battle. It was permanent, 
not elemental; a denomination, not a sect. Con- 
grogationalists were not Unitarians, nor were 
ite women thirsting after a Bishop's surplice or 
tuneful liturgy. 

It was ready to hail as Congregational whatever 
nany given situation, was fonnd to work the 
best. Thed ay ofthe Christian layman had come, 
Congregationalists were commemorating in 
these passing days the three hundredth anniver- 
sary of the martyrdom of the men in whom the 
denomination was born, and whose line had 
never expired. Ite joy to-day was that, as a 
united body of expectant believers, Congrega- 
tionalists were helping one another and the 
world to greet the Lord. 


OBITUARY. 


H. ROOTS, 


LoGan H, Roots died at Little Rook, Ark., 
yesterday of congestion of the brain. He was 
a member of Congress from Arkansas in 1874. 
For sixteen years he was President of the First 
National Bank and prominent in political and 
financial affairs. He was a Director in the Iron 
Mountain Railroad. 

Col. Roots was Commander of the State Grand 
Army of the Republic, and had been a leading 
Republican politician for thirty years. He was 
Vice President of the National League of Re- 
publican Clubs. Col Roots was the wealthiest 
man in Arkensas, and was well known as a 
financier. 

He was born in Perry County, NL, Marob 26, 
1841, and was graduated at the Normal Univer- 
sity of that State. In 1862 he took an active part 
in raising troops for the war, and was appointed 
a Quartermaster, and subsequently served as 
Commissary of Subsistence with the rank of 
Colonel. After the war he settled in Atlanta as 
a@ planter:

VETERANS AT MUSIO HALL, 


Applause for the Infanta’s Tribute to Gen. 
Grant—An Address by Dr. MacArthur. 


The badge of the Grand Army of the Repub 
lic, hanging between festoons of bunting over 
the centre of the stage in Music Hall last night, 
looked down upon @ gathering assembled for 
memorial exercises thet filled every part of the 
hall.

Among the first of these to arrive was the 
Spanish Admiral and the officers of the Infanta 
Isabel and Reina Regente. Capt. Manfredi of 
the Italian ship Dogali was close after the 
Spaniards. They all received a weleome so 
hearty and long continued that the officers 
bowed their acknowledgments again and again. 
All of the officers appeared in fuil uniform. 

Col. David 8. Brown, Chairman of the Memo- 
rial Committee, escorted Gen. Horace Porter, 
the Rev. Dr. Robert 8. MacArthur, and the 


Rey. Madison C. Peters to the platform. After 
prayer by Mr. Peters, Col. Brown introduced 
Gen. Porter as Chairman of the meeting. 

A wise judgment, Gen. Porter said, bad de- 
signated Memorial Day asa national holiday. As 
now obeerved, this day is a great object leason 
to the younger generation in loyalty and grati- 
tude, for men learned little by precept, some- 
thing by experience, but most of ail by ex- 
ample. <(ontinuing, referring to the visit of 
soe lotente to Gen. Grant's tomb, Gen. Porter 


“On this Decoration Day there ocourred an 
incident so unspeakably touching, so signiti- 
cant, 80 expressive, that it seems that it 
ought to beeome memorable in history. Four 
hundred years ago the sovereigns of Spxin pos- 
sessed the generosity and foresight which made 
possible that memorable voyage of diseovery 
which enabled the great navigator of his day to 
penetrate the unknown mystery of the sea, to 
Kxive @ new hemisphere to commerce, to civiliza- 
tion, and to Christianity, and to reconstruct the 
ma of the world. [Applause.]} 

“There comes among us now a daughterof the 
successors of these Spanish sovereigns. To-day 
she madea pilgrimage to our Meova at River- 
side. Forgetting that she was a Princess, re- 
membering ouly that she was a woman, she took 
the choicest and purest of flowers, fashioned 
them into a wreath which might adorn the brow 
of pay sonaueror, and with ber own hands 
with wed head and reverential mien, laid 
those flowers upon the casket which contains 
the ashes of the great chief whose services pre- 
served the integrity of the dominant nation of 
this New Worid.”’ 

There was a great outburst of applause and 
cheering, in which the foreign officers joined, as 
Gen. Porter closed this description of the 
pone act of Princess Eulalie at Gen. Grent’s 

Omb. 

Several musical numbers preceded the pres- 
entation to the andience of the Rev. Dr. Mac- 
Arthar, the orator of the evening. Dr. Mac- 
Arthur spoke with feeling of the observance of 
the day and of the valor of the men who saved 
the Union. 

No heroes on the plain of Marathon, or 
shouting for liberty inthe Alps, were more 
worthy of honor,” he said, “ than men who were 
listening to him, men whom he had seen in the 
morning on parade, whom he watched with the 
most pathetic interest, for he saw the evidence 
of advancing years among them. Soon their 
last muster roll would be ealled.”’ 

The women of the war should also be remem- 
bered, he said, for there were women in whose 

resence Florence Nightingale, Catherine of 
Russia, and Joan of Aro would have felt hon- 
ored to stand. 

‘There are some things,” be said, “‘ which the 
war secured. Slavery is dead beyond resurec- 
tiou. We have now a nation which can never 
know division, and never a separation of in- 
tereste, I trust. We won the right of 
every man, North and south, white or 
black, to cast a ballot according to his 
(edgment and to have it counted as cost. 

e won the right to keep forever separate 
Church and State, I stand for absolute separa- 
tion. AsachurchmanI want no favors from 
the State to which [ am not entitled asa man. 
I go so far that I would not have the churches 
exempt from taxation. The religion that 
is not willing to support iteelf by 
voluntary contributions ought not to be sup- 
ported by taxation. I might as well be 
taxed for an institution opposed to religion as 
to have mex opposed to my Church taxed to 
supportit. All patriots should lift their voices 
against the use of public money for the support 
of sectarian institutions. 

* Looking to the future, I see this Republic 
the wonder of the world, crowned Queen in the 
Congress of Nations. I see her standing, in the 
language of Scripture, ‘clear as the sun, fair as 
the moon, terrible to ber foes, terrible to evil as 
an army with banners.’ ”’

NEW HOME FOR THE MOSQUITO FLEET. 


It Is a Pretty Little Structure and Was 
Opened with Ceremony. 


The pretty little clubhouse of the Corinthian Mos- 
quito Fleet was opened yesterday. The houseisa 
new One and standeon the shores of Echo Bay, op- 
posite the New-Rochelle clubhouse.

TWO MURDERERS WHO MUST DIE, 


Gov. Flower Kefuses to Interfere in the 


Cases of Osmond and Martell. 


Gov. Flower, accompanied by Mrs. Flower 
and their daughter and son-in-law, started from 
this city for Chicago last evening. They expect 
to devote about two weeks to the World’s Fair. 

Gov. Flower gave a decision yesterday morn- 
ing at the Windsor Hotel in the cases of two 
condemned murderers for whom application for 
clemency had been made, deciding to let the 
law take its course. 

The murderers are Martell and Osmond. The 
former is at the Dannemora Prison, and, ac- 
cording to sentence, is to die some time during 
the first week in June. Osmond killed his wife 
and an old friend, John C. Burchell, in October, 


1891. He is at Sing Sing, sentenced to die dur- 
ing the secon’ week in June. 

After reviewing the parade Gov. Flower re- 
ceived a call from George M. Barry, the Grand 
Marshal. ‘he Governor congratulated him on 
the fine appearance the Grand Army posts had 
made, telling him he had never seen the vet- 
eraus in better marching form. 

Gov. Flower said to a New-York TIMES re- 
porter that he thought there would be no busi- 
ness at Albany for a week or two which would 
require his presence. 

It is one of the beauties of our civilization,” 
he said, ** that the people need no governing on 
ordinary ocearions. Even if a riot were to 
break out, the Sheriff of the county would at- 
tend to it. If anything very serious were to 
happen I can reach the Executive office by tele- 
phone from Chicago.” 

In the absence from the State of the Gov- 
ernor, the Lieutenants Governor, and the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, there has been some guess- 
work as to who ie the acting ohief Exccutive. 
Speaker Sulzer said yesterday that his friends 
had leoked the question up and iound that the 
Speaker was next in succession. 

“ Hence,” he said, ‘I suppose I shall be Act- 
ing Governor while Goy. Flower is away. I 
don’t think I shall attempt any reforms, but I 
believe it is true that I shall be the youngest 
man who was ever acting Governor of this 
State, as I have just passed 30.”

Memorial Day Observed with Fitting Ex- 
ercises—Thousands of Grand Army Men, 

_. Bearing Flags that Were Tattered and 
Bloodstained in Battle, Reviewed by 
Gov. Flower—After the Parade Came 
Trips to Cemeteries and Solemn Cere- 
monies There—In Other Cities. 


From the upper North River at sunrise yes- 
terday came the booming of cannon. A salute 
for the memories of those who fell that their 
country might not be divided was being fired 
by the few remaining war sips of the imposing 
Columbian fieet. 

The noise awoke those who live near Riverside 
Drive, and a little later those who live near 
Fifth Avenue in the fifty streets, and who, as a 
rule, love to “cat-nap” in the morning, were 
aroused by passing bands, and drum and fife 
corps leading posts of Grand Army men to 
their forming places for the parade down Fifth 
Avenue. 

So, for one cause or another, society ladies 
and clubmen, who ordinarily sleep until noon, 
were “routed out,” as they probably put it, as 
early as 8:30 A. M. Itis fair to suppose, how- 
ever, that their innate patriotism softened 
their annoyance somewhat, because from 

_ thousands of handsome residences floated the 
-. Btars and Stripes. 

But the whole city’ was thoroughly beflagged 
from the 4 by 6 banner that floated bravely 
from the tenement-house window to the big 
fellows that stood out like boards from unyield- 
ing staffa on hotels and public buildings. 

About half of the big staff flags were at half 
mast, which may be taken as indicating that 
their owners mourned. The others being at full 
mast, probably showed jthat their owners were 
merely celebrating. 

In some houses in the city and in the cemoe- 
teries in and near it the return of Memorial Day 
caused tears and sombre thoughts. But in the 
streets, in the parks, and in outdoor resorts of 
all sorts it was simply one of several holidays, 
to be enjoyed as are the others, only more 60, 
perhaps, because it was a model Spring day, 
when freedom of action, which clouds prevent, 
‘Was possible to every one, except, of course, to 
those unfortunates to whom the powers of loco- 
motion are denied. 

Yet even they, it is fairto say, welcomed the 
sunshine and the breezes, and thought of the 
Gead soldiers and of their widows and children, 
and wished there had been no war. 


Grand Army posts, in their familiar uniforms 
of blue and headed by brass bands and drum 
corps, began to arrive at the rendezvous, Fifth 
Avenue and Fifty-seventh Street, as early as 8 
e’clock. They came from all directions—from 
up town, down town, east side, and west side. 
All bore handsome blue and gold banners, and 
some had with them the old blood-stained, tat- 
tered fiags under which they fought thirty 
years 

Crow followed the posts, and when at 9 
e@’clock the bugle sounded for the start, the 
sidewalks along the avenue were thronged.

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AT THEIR BEST FOR REVIEW. 


Fine Appearance Made by the Old Sol- 
diers—Cheers for Foreign Tars. . 


The multitude that went to Madison Square 
in the morning to see the review found that 
spot at ites best. A forest of bunting had grown 
upon the neighboring roofe overnight, and gay 
colors brightened the house fronts, while Fifth 
Avenue, down which the parade was to come, 
shone with cleanliness. 

Into this seemly framework for Memorial 
Day the people fitted like a picture. Although 
quiet in dress, the colors of Spring abounded in 
the hate and in the hands of the ladies, trans- 
forming the two stands near the Worth Monu- 
ment into spots good to look at. Both stands 
were filled to their full capacity. 

Ata little after 9 o’clock the Old Guard, mak- 
ing a stanning show in bearskin hats and white 
coats, tramped into the epace between the 


stands to astirring march that made the spec- 
tators mark time and cheer. It drew up in line 
at the east side of the avenue, and presented 
arms while Gov. Flower's carriage, under spe- 
cial escort of a guard of honorof Grand Army 
men, and containing the Governor, Adjt. Gen. 
Porter, and Cel. David 8. Brown, Chairman of 
the Memoriai Committee, hnlted at the place for 
review. 

Four handsome and spirited horses were in 
front of the carriage, and as the occupunts 
alighted, and the crowd cheered again, the ant- 
maia stamped aud pranced and acted as ir they 
knew how important a part they had in the day’s 
observance, and wanted the people to be sure 
to notice them. The Grand Army escort passed 
to the westerly side of Fifth Avenue when the 
Governor ascended the reviewing olticers’ stand. 

Quite a procession of carriages foilowed Gov. 
FPlower's carriage. Tbe Governor's staif came 
fitet, including Quartermaster Gen. Henry E. 
Redman, Assistant Adjt Gen. P. J. O’Connor, 
Commissary Gen. J. M. Varian, and Inspector 
Gen. Thomas H. McGrath. Gen. Alexander 
Shaler, L. R. McCormick, and Joseph P. Cleary, 
State Department Commander of the Grand 
Army of the; Republic, were also among these 
arrivals. 

Three carriages that brought up the end of 
this gold-laced procession contained visitors 
from the Spanish, Italian, and Brazilian ships, 
with gold bulging from their shoulders and 
strapped in rich masses at their breasts. Rear 
Admiral Gemez y Lone, Capt. Garcia de la 
Vega, Capt. José de Barades, and Lieut, Com- 
mander Orsino were from the Spanish ships. 
Admiral Magnaghi of Italy, Admiral de No- 
ronha of Brazil, and their suites made up this 


arty. 

- Ate little after 10 o'clock the noise of cheer- 
ing up Fifth Avenue gave the signal of the ap- 
proach of the parade. The police had indulged 
the crowd while it waited by letting it encroszch 
within the lives of march. In its turn the crowd 
returned to its proper place with the least possi- 
ble urging. Neither loud words nor force of 
any kind were required to clear the way com- 
pletely. In their uniforms brushed to sleekness 
and in spotless gloves the police looked the 
gentlemanly guardians that Superintendent 
Byrnes wants them to be. Gentleness brought 
its reward in a very easy and comfortable time 
for them. 

The disposition of New-Yorkers to take for 
granted that regular troops always do every- 
thing just right on displuy oceasions kept the 
stand crowds quict, after a welcome of hand- 
clapping, while Col. Loomis L. Langdon and his 
command passed by, but when the bluejackets, 
composing part of the escort to the Grand Army, 
came along, enthusiasm took a start which 
grew util both stands were absorbed in it. 

Hupdreds of emall flags appeared suddenly 
as if by magic. Those who had no flags waved 
parasols and bandkerchiefs, and everybody 
cheered. The sailors were in fine trim, and 
swung past the reviewing stand as if Jand work 
for such compensation was nearly as good as 
going to sea. 

In the lead were men from the Philadelphia, 
marines and bluejackets. Then came the New- 
ark’s detall, the San Francisco's, the York- 
town's, and the Baltimcre’s. 

The American tars were hardly by when the 
Spaniards came along, the red braid on their 
jackets flashing in the sun like rich pivmage. 
Instead of having reached its height before, the 
demonstration over the Yankee tars seemed 
merely to have been preparatory to the salvos 
of good feeling reserved for the visitors. There 
was Do mistaking the warmth of the feeling 
which the participation of the visitors in this 
celebration had excited. Every Spanish sailor 
on the Infanta Isavel ought to dread leaving 
New-York, aiter the way he was made to feel 
yesterday that he was among friends. 

Besides cheering the men, the crewd cheered 
the short quick step in which they marched, as 
if to show that, while we like to see our own 
leather leggins in a swinging stride, the Span- 
ish way of marching, especially when white 
legeins are worn, bas points in its favor, look- 
ing well if it does not seem quite natural. 

The Italian tara from the Bausan got ap- 
plause fairly rivaling the welcome extended to 
the Spaniards. Officers of the Bausan wore 
broad sashes of bDiue ripbon and the men car- 
ried themselves finely. 

Capt. Charles F. Roe and his horsemen of 
Troop A are eo accustomed to admiration that 
they carried themselves through a concentrat- 
ed expression of it in Madison Square with 
entire complacency. Not a man turned his 
eyes and not a horse shied. 

The Sixty-ninth Regiment men also carried 
themselves like veterans. White helmets and 
white duck trousers gave the regiment the ap- 
pearance of being seasonably attired. 

The last of the escorting bodies, but by no 
means the least for attractive display, was the 
Cadet Corps of Troop A, composed of young- 
sters who sit a horse asif born toitand hold 
their animals in line with the skill of men 
trained in the mounted service. They captured 
the fancy of the spectators and got a good 
share of the day’s applause. 

Early evidences in the streets that the Grand 
Army would take advantage of the weather and 
try to outdo observances of the day in recent 
years were in a measure confirmed as soon as 
the escorting bodies had passed the reviewing 
stand. Stretching up Fifth Avenue as far as 
the eye could see, the flags of the veterans were 
tiouting. Their column had been halted at 
about Twenty-eighth Street so that all might 
be compactly in line for the review, and that 
once in motion, with the escorting bodies far 
enough ahead, there might be a clear right of 
way to the ond of the reute. 

Until satisfied that he could push his forces 
ahead without break or delay, Grand Marshal 
George M. Barry sat sternly astride his horse, 
with his eword sheathed, and waited his time. 
That time arriving, the order to go ahead rang 
sharply down thedines. 

Marehal Barry’s face and bearing showed the 
spirit that was in bim as he bore down upon the 
reviewing stand. No guardsman on dress pa- 
rade ever carried aatiffer back, a straighter eye, 
ora more rigid sword arm. A closely-woven 
gold lace sash, passing from one shoulder to the 
waist on the cpeoste side, was an effective aily 
to the Grand Marshal's dignity. 

The veterans came along in splendid order. 
Surrogate Ransom rode a lively herse at the 
head of the First Division. The animal wanted 
to show its heels tothe Governor. Inentorcing 
his objections to this exhibition the Surrogate's 
associates in the Old Guard were forced to aa- 
mire the firm seat he held, even if there were 
instants when they did not feel wholly at ease 
about it. 

Lafayette Post was the first of the Grand 
Army bodies to pass in review. The post turned 
out one line of zZouaves. All of Goy. Flower’s 
party raised their hats to the tattered flags the 
Zouaves carried, as well as to the colors of the 
post. 

Cameron Post also carried war flags, and 
Koltes Post had twolines of them. Dahigren’s 
torn flags were carried wrapped in gauze, 
James C. Rice Post had similar reminders of the 
battle field. 

They are getting old and thinning out,” said 
one guard-of-honor man to another, when one 
post came along with gray beards and heavy 
canes in the majority. 

* You,” was the reply. ‘‘The boys are thirty 
years older than they were in fighting days, but 
many of them could stand another war, Look 
at Reno, Lafayette, and John A. Dix’ Post. 
Nothing is the matter with those men.” 

Altbough looking well preserved, the mem- 
bers of John A. Vix Post evidently have no 
thought of their fitness for another war, for 
they have put aside even Grand Army trap- 
pings and paraded yesterday in Prince Albert 
coats and white helmets. 

Naval Post No, 516 carried a ship full rigged 
with tlowersa in the procession, from which 
salutes with small cannon were fired at the re- 
viewing stand. 

The fife and drum corps of William D. Kenne- 
dy Postexecuted some pretty street mancuvres 
asasalute. Aspinwall Post rode in carriages. 
The posts of coiored veterans—Thad Stevens 
and Jubp A. Andrew—were warmly cheered. 

It was the genera! comment at the reviewing 
stand that the Grand Army men had been re- 
markably well handled, and that, if not as 
strong Lumerically as at other parades, they 
had never made a more effective appearance. 

The 8ixth, Seventh, avd Eighth Divisions of 
the pegete brought out Sone of Veterans, the 
West Point Oxadets, who excited the usual ad- 
miration; the lwenty-second Regiment cadets, 
who also maroh finely, and various independ- 
ent organizations. 

Isidor Wormser, in new Spring clothing, and 
a emall yellow feather in his hat, marched 
prouey as far as the reviewing stand with tho 

ebrew Orphan Asylum cadets, who oxecuied 
&@ neat street movement for the Governor. 

The Hebrew Sheltering Guardian Society 
Cadets, little fellows in homespun, and march- 
ing remarkably well, were the iast in line. 

$ took nearly an hour and a half for the pro- 
cession to pases in review. 





AT THE TOMB OF GEN. GRANT. 


Exercises by U. S. Grant Post—A Wreath 
Sent by President Cleveland. 


Of the many services that were held during 
the day, none were more interesting than those 
at the tomb of Gen. Grant at Riverside Drive 
early in the afternoon. They were conducted by 
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U. & Grant Post under the leadership of their 
Commander, Enoch Rutzler. When Gen. Grant 
died a number of veterans were detailed as an 
escort to guard his body and to follow the body 
to its last resting place. These veterans formed 
themselves into a Grand Army Postand ever 
since the birth of this poat it has held memorial 
services at the General’s tomb. 


The resting place of Gen. Grant was almost 
covered with floral tributes. In front was a 
beautiful wreath from President Cleveland. It 
— of red roses, white peonies, and maidenhair 
erns. 

On the south side of the mausoleum was a 
huge set piece, in the shape of a pyramid, of 
red and white roses. On it, in immortelles, 
Were the words: ‘“China’s Tribute to Gen. 
Grant.”’ This offering was from the Chinese 
Embassy at Washington. 

On the north side was the offering from the 
Loyal Legion. It was a large shield of white 
roses. Mrs. Grant sent a heart of American 
Beauty roses, set on a bed of white lilacs, while 
the Associated Camps of the Sons of Veterans 
of New-York placed upon the tomb a shield of 
red, white, and biue immortelles. 

Over the entrance to the mausoleum was the 
inscription in blue immortelles: 

** Let his example stand.” 

The exercises from the stand were simple. 
They were opened with “‘ America,”’ which was 
led by the band. The Rev. Dr. Arvine G 
Bowdish offered prayer. After more reading of 
the ritual by Commander Enoch Rutzler, ex- 
Gov. J. B. Foraker of Ohiospoke. He spoke of 
the character of Gen. Grant and paid a high 
tribute to him. 

Of the removal of the remains of Jefferson 
Davis he said: 

“Such a thing as that could not have hap- 
pened in any other country in the world, and it 
would not have happened in this country if we 
Were not 80 certain that the results of the war 
cannot be overturned, and we can now look on 
with complacency at these people making fools 
of themselves.”’ 

After the address of Gov. Foraker, Martin 
Demarest read the ritual and scattered the 
arave with ftfowers. The throng sung the 
doxology and the Kev. Mason Gallagher pro- 
nounced the benediction. Comrade H. T. Bart- 
lett gave taps, and asthe last note died away 
the guns of the Miantonomoh began to boom 
< ees till twenty-one guns had been 

red. 


CHEERS FOR FARNHAM POST. 





As Independent Veterans Its Members Ob- 
served the Day. 


Though Noah L. Farnham Post, No. 458, is no 
longer recognized as an integral part of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, 150 of its 251 
members observed Decoration Day in much 
the same Manner as they had in years past. 

When the post received word last week that 
it had been excluded from the deliberations of 
the State organization it formed the Noah L. 
Farnham Independent Veterans, No. 1, and as 
such paraded yesterday. It was believed that 
the veterans would make an effort to partici- 


pate In the general parade, but no attempt in 
this direction was made. 

At 10 o'clock the veterans marched from their 
headquarters, at Broadway and Forty-ninth 
Street, through Seventh Avenue to Fifty-eighth 
Street, thence through Madison Avenue to For- 
ty-fourth btreet, to the Grand Central Station, 
where they boarded a train at 11 o'clock for 
Woodlawn Cemetery. They wore uniforma sim- 
ilar to the Grand Army’s, and each veteran car- 
ried a basket or a bunch of flowers. A wagon 
loaded with floral tributes was in the rear of the 
procession. At Woodlawn the veterans spent 
the afternoon decorating the grayes of their 
dead comrades and returned to the city early in 
the evening.: 

On their waf to the station in the morning, 
while passing the clubhouse of the Seventh 
Regiment veteraus, at Fifty-eighth Street and 
Fifth Avenue, the demonstration was most 
pronounced, Cheer after cheer greeted the 
Me ogeg and they responded with a marobigg 
salute. 

During the aftern oon a detachment of the vet- 
érans wentto Trinity Churchyard and placed 
flowers On the graves and tombs of their com- 
rades buried there. On the tombstone over the 
grave of Noah L. Farnham they piaced a 
wreath, over wtich were crossed ewords. The 
wreath bore the inscription, “Noah L. Farn- 
ham Ind. Vets., No. 1. Not Forgotten.” 





SERVICES IN THE CEMETERIES, 


Graves of Dead Comrades Silently Deco- 
rated with Flowers and Wreaths. 


At the end of the parade the Grand Army of 
the Republic posts separated and preceeded by 
the shortest routes to the different cemeteries 
where are the graves of their comrades in the 
war. Here, silently, they decorated the green 
mounds with bright-hued flowers, hung wreaths 
of immorteles on many a modest shaft which 
nfarked the resting place of some dead hero, 
and then marched steadily away, with faces 


showing what memories the simple act of deco- 
ration hed revive 

In the throngs at the graves were women— 
women dressed in black, with sons and daugh- 
ters: who could not remember the face of the 
father who had gone to the front over thirty 
years ago and given up his life for the Union. 
Gravely and solemnly they laid their offerings 
on the graves, and many lingered until the sun 
went down in the West and darkness began to 
veil the cities of the dead. 

In the crowds, too, were white-haired men 
and women who had unseltishly given up their 
sons at the first call to arms, and who made 
loving pilgrimage to the graves of their chil- 


dren. 

Old Trinity Cemetery. as usual, received its 
attention Decoration Day. The Sons of the 
Kevolution in memory of the patriots who died 
in prison or in battle, banked the base of the 
monument in the northeast vorner of the ceme- 
tery with potted plants and placed large 
wreaths in the four panels on the faces of the 
monument. 

The monument over the grave of Alexander 
Hamilton was decorated with a large wreath by 
the Alexander Hamilton Post, No. 102. 

At noon the Phil Kearney Post, No. 8, the 
Naval Post, No. 516, and the Farragut Naval 
Veterans’ Association reached Trinity Churoh 
in a body and heid separate services. 

The Naval Post and the Naval Veterans unit- 
ed their forces and held short exercises around 
the tombs of Commodore Lawrence and of Per 
cival Drayton, who diced on Farracut’s flagship, 
the Hartford. There were in all eighty men, 
under the commaud of Commander Osborn. 

The tombs were beautifully banked with 
potted plants, and then the two organizations 
went down to Battery Park, where the monu- 
ment of Erieceon was honored. 

The Phil Kearny Post, under the command of 
Commander MeGovern, turned out eighty 
strong. As the post entered the churohyard the 
baad played the Russian battle hymn. The 
chimes answered with the same hywn and then 
the bells rang out ‘‘ Nearer, My God, to Thee,” 

The Rev. Joseph W. Hill read a portion of the 
funeral service of the church over the vault, 
after which Past Commander Joseph H. Stiner 
delivered an oration, outlining the career vf 
Gen. Phil Kearny.

Instantly the shrunken face flushed with 
excitement.

Ah, those were stirring days, Mary, 
stirring days. You were only a baby then, 
dear, and I never saw your face,” and slowly 
down the shrunken cheeks the tears trickled. 

William F. Maher, one of the aides to Marshal 
Webster Young of the Sixth Division was 
thrown to the pavement by the shying of his 
horse at Forty-eighth Street und Fifth Avenue 
during the parade. He was not seriously in- 
jured, and after his injuries were dressed at St. 
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Luke’s Hospital, he was taken to his home, 45 
Rivington street. 





THE DAY IN BROOKLYN, 


Military and Civic Organizations Parade— 
Reviewed by the Mayor. 


Decoration Day was celebrated in Brooklyn 
with considerable display. The feature of the 
celebration was the parade of the Grand Army 
posts and various military and civic organiza- 
tious. 

The column was formed on Bedford Avenue, 
the right of line resting on Division Avenue. 
The signal to start was given at 10:45 A. M., 
and the long swaying line of gayly-uniformed 
organizations began their long tramp, which 
Was to end at the reviewing stand at the 
Memorial Arch on the Prospect Park Plaza. 

The organizations of the regular army—four 
batteries of artillery, A, G, I, and K, under com- 
mand of Major William L. Haskin, of Fort 
Hamilton—had the right of line. Following 
them came the natty Marine corps from the 
Navy Yard commanded by Col. James Forney. 
These were followed by the Second Brigade of 
the National Guard under command of Gen. 
James MoLeer. In the brigade were the Second 
Brigade Signal Corps,Capt Frederick Leigh; the 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Twenty-third, and 
Forty-seventh Regiments and the Third Bat- 
tery. Lieut. Col. William Watson commanded 
the Thirteenth Regiment, and Lieut. Col. Selden 
C. Clobridge, the Fourteenth, the commanding 
officers of those organizations being absent. 
The trst division contained 2,800 men and 
oliicers. 

Following the military came four divisions of 
of veterans, Grand Army of the Republic posts, 
and Sons of Veterans, inoluding all the organ- 
izations in Brookiyn and Kings County, and 
numbering 2.500 men. These were followed by 
the Sixth Division, composed of Uniform 
Rank Kuights of Pythias and a company of 
uniformed boys from the Orphans’ Home. The 
Seventh Division was composed of the Veteran 
Firemen of Brooklyn and the second mounted 
squad of police, in all 400 strong. 

A teature in the parade wasa body of young 
ladies with Manstield Post, G. A. R., who were 
uniformed in white dresses with red aud white 
sashes. 

After parading through Bedford Avenue to 
Lafayette, then to and along Washington Ave- 
nue to Atlantic and Underhill Avenues, the coi- 
umn turned into the Eastern Parkway, passed 
under the Memorial Aroh,and by the grand 
stand, where they were reviewed by Mayor 
Boody. The parade was then disbanded. 

Ex-Police Commissioner James D. Bell officiat- 
ed a8 Grand Marshal, assisted by Comrades 
George G. Peavey, Charles Quinn, George W. 
Lewis, George G. Van Mater, F. H. Palmer, and 
Col. David T. Lynch as Division Marshals. 

Occupying the reviewing stand with Mayor 
Boody were Congressman Combs, Gen. Isaac 8. 
Catlin, Corporation Counsel Jenks, the Rev. 
Bernard Peters, John De Wolf, Fire Commis- 
sioner John Ennis, Commissioner of Charities 
Gott, Deputy Park Commissioner Marvin Cross, 
Joseph C. Hendrix, the Rey. Sylvester Malone, 
the Rev. J. J. Kane, Chaplain United States 
Navy; the Rev. 8S. B. Halliday, the Rev. Dr. 
William 'T. Dixon, Col. John Y. Culyer, John M. 
Clancy, HR. 8, Seckerson, and Gen. Robert Avery, 
United States Army. 

After the parade, the members of the Execu- 
tixe Committee. Marshals, and guests, upon the 
invitation of Mortimer C. Earl, proceeded in 
carriages to East New-York, where they par- 
took of a lunch at the Howard House. 

They then proceeded to the National Cemetery 
on the Jamaica Plank Road, where over 6,000 pa- 
triotic dead are buried. Here, in the presence of 
at least 10,000 persons, that brave and valiant 
soldier, Gen. Catlin delivered an oration. He 
spoke feelingly of the comrades who were lying 
beneath the sod, and said that he desired no 
more peaceful resting place than to lie beside 
them when his end should come. 

Gen. Catlin, referring to Mayor Boody, who 
presided, said: 

«I greet with hearty and earnest welcome the 
distingnished Mayor of the falrest and beat gov- 
erned city on elther continent, who comes here 
as a citizen and a patriot as well as the Chief 
Magistrate of Brooklyn to participate in this 
impressive ceremony.” 

Aiter Gen Catlin concluded his oration a 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired by a detach- 
ment of the Third Battery stationed on Reser- 
voir Hill. The services concluded with 
singing by the Concordia Society and the 
benediction pronounced by the Rev. Samael B. 
Halliday, the venerable pastor of the Ocean 
Hill Beesher Memorial Churoh, The graves of 
the soldiers were then decorated with floral of- 
ferings.

NEW-JERSEY OBSERVANCES. 


McDonald Monument Unveiled at Trenton— 
Exercises in Other Cities. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 30.—Decoration Day was 
appropriately observed throughout New-Jersey. 
In this city interest centred in the unveiling, 
of the monument to Edward F. McDonald. Mr. 
McDonald had served one term In Congress and 
had been renominated last Fall. Two days be- 
fore election he died, after an illness of butafew 
days. He had seen active service in the army, 
and a series of propositions looking toa fitting 
commemoration of his services to the commu- 
nity resulted in a movement for the erection of 


a suitable memorial tablet over his grave in the 
Cemetery of the Holy Sepulchre in this oity. 
Popular subscriptions were solicited, and un- 
der the supervision of County Register George 
B. Fielder, who was elected to Congress in his 
stead,a handsome monumentof dark Quincy 
granite waa built in Jersey Olty and properly 
inecribed. It was set up in the cemetery here, 
and hidden beneath flags to await the formal 
unveiling. 

The unveiling took place this afternoon under 
the direction of Congressman Fielder and a 
committee from Zabriskie Post, G. A. R., with 
which Mr. McDonald had associated himself in 
life. Mrs. MoDonald, the widow of the late 
Congressman, and her ‘children were in the 
gTeat throng gathered at the cemetery te wit- 
ness the ceremony. The Rev. M. P. O'Connor, 
pastor of the Church of the Hely Cross at Harri- 
aon, openved the exercises with prayer, and, 
when the Amphion Quartet of Jersey City had 
sung @ dirge, Coucressman Amos J. Cummings 
delivered the oration. Mr. Cummings was born 
in Irvington, not far from this city, and he was 
a close friend of Mr. McDonald. 

Then Gerald MoDunald, a young son of the 
late Congressman, drew the cord thas furled 
the flags, and revealed the monument to view. 
An address followed by Congressman Fulder, 
andthe Rev. Frank Fletcher of Zabriskie Post 
made the speech of acceptance, and Prof. John 
Keynion of the Harrisou public schoo) read an 
original ode.

SPAIN'S CONSULATE GENERAL 


DISTINGUISHED MEN WHO HAVE 
BEEN STATIONED HERE, 





Khe Honorable Career of His Excellency Ar- 
turo Baldasano y Topete, the Present 
@onsul General — Marks of Approval 
Shown Him by His Government — His 
Work in Connection with the Circulo- 
Colon-Cervantes—Vice Consul Don Felipe 
de Castro—Chancellor of the Consulate. 


The prominent part taken by the Spanish col- 
pny in this city during the present festivities 
makes timely a sketoh of the present and past 
personnel of the Consulate General of Spain in 
this city. The Consul General is his Excellenoy 
Arturo Baldasano y Topete. He was born in 
Madrid, the capital of Spain, and comes of & 
distinguished family. He entered the Consular 
Service in October, 1880, and proceeded to 
Singapore, on the Malay Peninsula. He took 
possession as Consul of the First Class. 

In November, 1883, he wee transferred to the 
Consulate in New-Orleans. Subsequently he 
‘Was made Consul-Géneral for Spain, with res!-

@ence at Quebec, Canada. While in the Domin- 
ion, with clear foresight, he saw an opportunity 
for developing Spain’s trade, With Mr. Van 
Horne of the Canadian Pacific, he crossed to 
Victoria, B.C, and there perfected arrange- 
ments for the handling of cargoes of sugar and 
hemp from Spain’s Pacific possessions—the 
fertile Philippine Islands. His efforts and per- 
alstency were crowned with success. Direct 
trade was opened, the sugar refiners and cord- 
age manufacturers of Canada being supplied 
with excellent material from a wholly new 
source. Every facility was accorded by the 
Canadian Pacific for developing the trade. 

For a very brief interval he was named Con- 
sul General for Montreal, the metropolis of the 
Dominion. During that interval he promoted 
Dr. J. L. Leprohon, a distinguished Canadian 
and Dean of the Medical Faculty in that city, to 
afull Consul For a quarter of a century Dr.

returnei to Spain and entered the Consular

thia city. While devoting himeelf exclusively 
to bis Consular duties, the old love obtains, and 
his odd time is given to painting for his own 
pleasure and amusement. 

Manuel de Torros, son of the late Prof. Alberto 
de Tornos, was born and educated in this ooun- 
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city, where he has served for more than twelve 
years. In the year 1888 he was decorated by 
the — Regent of Spain with the Cross of 
the Order of Caballero de Ja Real Orden de 
Ysabel la Catolica. Some years ago he pub- 
lished a book containing the Spanish tariffs and 
Custom House regulations, and is now engaged 
on a work on Spanish laws for the convenience 
of the American lawyers. Mr. de Tornos’s per- 
fect knowledge of his duties makes him an in- 
valuable official. 
The next and last officer of the present staf 
has had an eventful and interesting career. An- 
tonio Roig y Baldasano, a native of Barcelona, 
Spain, came to this country when he was very 
poane. and, os partner, entered a commercial 
ouse established in Mobile, Ala., that of Cruzat 
& Co., where he remained until the civil war 
ruined his business by blockading all Southero 
ports. Through having loaned moncy to a the- 
atrical manager to build a theatre, he became 
engaged in the profession as manager, in which

he remained for many years, not only in Mobile, 
but, after the war, in New-York, and New-Or- 
leans also. Two years ago he retired from the 
theatrical business, and, accepting the olfer 
made by the spanish Government, he became 
an official of the Consulate. While in Mobile, 
his partner, Mr. Cruzat, was Spanish Vice Con- 
sul, and during hie absence Mr. Baldasano acted 
in his place, thereby acquiring the familiarity 
with the Consular work that led to his appoint- 


ment. 

The early office here was a Consulate. As 
such the records show that it wae established 
fully 100 years ago. , Abrief glance at them is 
instructive, the growth of the Consulate and 
this oity keeping pace. In the older days 
Spain’g sole Consulate General was in New- 
Orleans. It was purposely placed there owing 
to the latter’s nearness to Spanish America and 
Bpain’s West Indian possessions—the large and 
fertile islands of Cuba and Puerto Rico. The re- 
bellion led to the removal of the Cunsulate G en- 
eral to this city. To-day it is Spain’s sole Con- 
sulate Genera! in the United States. 

In the early part of the century Mr. Francis 
Stoughton was appointed an attaché to the 
tpanish Legation in Washington, or in the year 
1812. Later he was transferred to New-York 
as Consular Agent, and in June, 1826, was made 
Vice Consul, and remained in active service 
here until 1853, when he retired on a pension. 
He received two decorations for distinguished 
services. He was an Englisuman by birth. 
Sefor Don Hippolito de Uriarte was here in 
the Spanish Consular Service for thirteen years, 
and it was during his incumbency that the Con- 
sulate was raised to the rank of a Consulate 
General. In 1854 he was Consul in Portland, 
Me. He was appointed Consul at Key Westin 
1858; from Key West he was tranferred to St. 
John, N. F.,in 1859. He was made Consul Gen- 
eral in 1867 and oame to New-York, He had 
many decorations, several from his Govern- 
ment. 

Senor Don Miguel Suarez Guanes was ap- 
pointed Vice Consul to Mexico in 1859, and as 
Vice Consul was transferred to Acrain 1861. 
Later to Sierra Leone. While there he was 
made a Consul ofthe First Class. In 1877 he 
was ordered to New-Orleans. While there he re- 
ceived his appointment as Consul General to 
Guatemala. He was transferred to New-York 
as Consul General in 1883. He had twelve 
crosses and (decorations. From this city he pro- 
ceeded to Washington as Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary, and remained there for a year. 

Seoor Manuel de la Cirloa was appointed Vice 
Consul in 1883 and sent to Gibraltar. He re- 
mained there less than a@ year and was then 
transferred to New-York. This Spring he was 
made a Consul of the Second Class and proceed- 
ed to Oloron, France. Nearly ten years were 
spent here as Vice Consul. 

The Columbian festivities have kept the Con- 
sul General and his staff very busy, both of- 
ficially and socially, The hearty welcome 
accorded the Infanta has been very pleasing to 
the Spanish colony, whose loyalty to Spain is 
very strong.

Adversely 


NeEw-HaveEN, Conn., May 30.—After several 
months of comparative quietude the subject of 
constitutional reform in this State has suddenly, 
and within tho last ten days, been revived into 
& topio of ferentost political interest. This 
has been due, primarily, to the abrupt and un- 
looked for utterances of the Hartford Courant 
and Fost urging the Republicans to “do some- 
thing” in the direction of a change, and sur- 
rendering the Republican outwerk of a majority 
law under which that party has so long and so 
unjustly profited. 

But an even mqre unlooked-for bomb was 
that fired by the New-Haven Palladium last 
Thureday. It went the Courant and Post sev- 
eral points botter, *‘ flopping” clean over to the 
Democratic policy of aconvention, the plan 
on the unconstitutionality of which the Re- 
publican State papers, led by the Couran/, have 
80 long been harping. On Friday and Saturday 
the Paliadium returned to its guns, and not 
only “boomed” the convention again, but 
urged the Republicans to filch the Democratic 
thunder. “We cannot prevent it,” cried the 
Palladium, **we can only delay it. Why not 
take the lead and bring it about.” Then with a 
grotesque inversion of the historical fact it 
added: ‘Constitutional reform conferred upon 
the people of Connecticut by the we rate 
Party will place it in power even mofe solidly 
than ever, and in power to stay.” 

The significange of this attitude of the Palla- 
dium is immense both in the present tense and 
historically. Itisa the firat Republican news- 
paper in Connecticut to advocate a convention 
since its party was formed. Ten years ago, had 
it set forth such a doctrine, it would have been 
expelled from the Republican sanctuary, and 
would have lost half its subscribers in a week. 
To-day it makes its change, not as a rebel or de- 
serter, but as a bold leadex, But it, in another 
sonse, breaks the solid line of Republican pa- 
pers in the State which had advanced unbroken 
up tothe new mark drawn by the Courant -and 
Post, but no further. 

Last Friday the House Committee on Consti- 
tutional Amendments reported adversely on 
three of the proposed changes. They were (1) 
the amendment making each county a Senato- 


rial district and giving one Senator besides for 
each 15,000 of population or larger fraction 
thereof; (2) the umoendment giving each town 
one representative in the lower house and no 
more, and (3) an amendment for a senate of 
twenty-five members based on population, but 
no town to be divided unless containing a pop- 
ulation of more than 3U,V00. 

This adverse report to a Republican House 
killed the first two of the three foregoing 
awmendwents, leaving the last to be considered, 
with rejection ulmost sure. There remain be- 
fure the committee five proposed amendments, 
including the “plurality” one and also the 
“thirty-six” Senate idea based on population. 
Itis suggestive, however, that the committee 
has now left before it nv proposition to popu- 
larize the lower house, aud the inference is 
clear thatit will report nothing in that direo- 
tion. What it will do, probably, is to report a 
plurality amendment and a plan for a more 
popular Benate; possibly, also, a bill for a com- 
mission to revise the Constitution, which, if 
passed in the House, would undoubtedly die in 
the Democratic Senate. 

Meanwhile there have been a number of se- 
cret conclaves of Republican leaders and two 
or three sub-caucuses of the legisiaturs of the 
same party, The secrets of all of them have 
been well kept, but it is evident that the 
Courant’s ‘do something” secd has not been 
flung altogether on barren ground. The party 
maguates feel that they must at least muke a 
gesture toward the re‘orm. 

Tho Warts on the old Constitution of this State 
are not clearly seen until some of its minorout- 
workings are put under the political wicroscope. 
In both theory and practice it has been the evo- 
lution of the idéa of town rule during more 
than two and a half ceuturies of colonial and 
State life, and the result is a most curious set 
of excrescences. 

Take, as a specimen, the case of a Connecticut 
city which bas grown up until it occupies 
essentially the whole area of the townsnaip. 
Such a city in Connecticut, unless Town and City 
Government are *consolidated”’ by legislative 
act, must still retain its town system. It must 
keep its Selectmen, ita Assessors, Board of ke- 
lief, and ali the rest of the town mechanism. 
Even its antique “town meetin’ 10:ust stay, as in 
the large city of New-Haven, voting away some- 
times hundreds of thousands of dollars viva 
voce in a meeting where less than 100 persons 
are present. 

In Connecticut at the present time, ten of tho 
twelve cities of the State are forced to bear this 
costly dual system of government. kven when 
** consolidated,” the Board of Selectmen and 
Town Clerk must, under the Constitution, be 
retained. Mighty hard, it 18, too, to get any 
consolidation seuheme past the town prejudices 
of the Legislatare. artford has tried it twice 
and failed, although her oity and town limits 
are coterminous. New-Haven has failed in 
tbree trials. People who live just outside the 
cities, but within the township and get city 
benefits without olty taxes, always resist con- 
solidation. So do the town ollicers who want to 
hold their places, the city thus in its town ca- 
pacity, paradoxically fighting itself, and the 
Selectmen often using the town money to resist 
the city, whieh really forms the town in wealth 
and population. Politiclang who want to seo 
the offices multiplied of course believe in the 
“constitutional” town system us applied to 
Counecticut cities. 

Admirers of the old Constitution extol the 
big lower house that it creates, and praise the 
“rural wirtues ”’ as against the * urban vices.” 
What, in fact, has happened is that the decayed 
farm towns, any of them notorious for their 
venality, are now Over-represented and lower 
the worale of the house rather than raise it. 
The paltry pay fixed by the Constitution of 
$300 per session of from four to five mouths 
tempts asa rule inthe farm towns, as else- 
where,candidates who are either mediocre or 
corrupt. Many a thrifty farmer in the State 
dates the extinction of his mortgage to the 
great “ parailel” railroad tight of 18387. 

Two or three recent instances show the traits 
of Connecticut's farm Legisiature. The farm- 
ers, largely through the influence of the State 
Granges, drove through the Storrs School bill 
in violation of a State contract with Yale Col- 
lege. The farmers beat the Consolidated Rail- 
road Company temporarily on the General 
Electric bill, then let in an amendment which’ 
gave any paper corporation the right to buila 
an electric road. The same farmers cut down 
the huge bills ofthe lawyers in the quo war- 
repto cases 75 percewt, then placidly voted 
full salaries to both the hold-overe and tbe con- 
testants during the dead-lock, making the cost 
to the State about as much asif the lawyers’ 
bills had been fully allowed. 

Under Connecticut's Constitution and earlier 
charter of King Charles, when the o}d Squire- 
archs wentto the Legisiature over and over 
again and were “on the record,” there was 
doubtless abundance of legislative integrity, 
experience, and hard common sense. But how 
those virtues have been wodified by the pernt- 
cious ‘‘rotative”’ system, and how that system 
iteelf hus grown, the annexed tuble by decades 
will suggest:

In the present Logisiaturoe there happen to be 
many more re-elected wembers thau usual, but 
merely owing to the fact that therepresentatives 
of the preceding Legislature sought re-election 
asa vindication by their party of their votes 
during the dead-lock. ; 

Under the preaent system the rural habit of 
“passing round” the piace of legislators has 
thus grown io great proportions. In many 
emall towns with few representatives und the 
parties pretty evenly balanced, each party 
nominates one, thus merely ratifying the de- 
cree of the caucus. What raw, untried, irre- 
sponsible representatives such 4 rotative 
habit begets must be obvious. The old Con- 
stitution, so adequate for earlier days of the 
Common wealth, quite fajia now when measured 
by the testof legislative personnel. It givesa 
Legislature, as a whole, no better than the Leg- 
isiatures of other States and in some respects, 
Worse. 

».In afew days more the Republicans of the 
House must take —— on the reform meas- 
ures. The committee report cannot be much 
longer delayed, and were not the session 80 be- 
lated, a great debate would certainly ensuo. 
Bat the members are tired out, the five-minute 
rule is in force, and a vote is pretty sure to be 
reashed quickly. Before, however, the subject 
comes before the House, the Democrats will 
probably hold a caucus to determine definitely

what is to be the party's policy and attitude on 
the amendments--this, not because tho amend- 
Inents are important in themselves or likely to 
be passed ultimately, but because the Demo- 
crats wish to present a united front and go to 
the people with a logical wnd clean record 
which can be defended on the stump.

TAXES ON THE GOULD ESTATE. 





Commissioners Said to Have Refused to 


Reduce Tax on Personal Property. 


The Commissioners of Taxes and Assessment 
worked all day yesterday upon the application 
for reductions on the assessed valuations of 
real and personal property. They had too much 
business on hand to take advantage of the holi- 
day. The work will be completed to-day, and 
the bocks will be closed. 

It was reported that the Commissioners had 
practically decided to reject the application of 
the heirs of Jay Gould for a reduction of the as- 
sessed valuation of their personal estate, but 
just what action they took could not be ascer- 
tained. The Commissioners originally placed 
the valuation of the personal estate at about 
$10,000,000. The heirs, through their attorney, 
ex-Judge John F. Dillon, applied for a reduc- 
tion, and several private hearings were given by 
the Commissioners. 

When asxed about the matter yesterday after- 
noon by areporter for THke NEW-YoRK TIMkKs, 
President Barker said: 

“The Tax Commissioners have come to a de- 
cision, but what the decision is we do not feel 
at liberty to say until the books have been 
closed. Neither ex-Judge Dillou nor Mr. Gould 
have been informed of the decision, althongh if 
they asked for the information it would be 
given to them.”’ 

‘*Ie it true that the Commissioners have de- 
cided that no change of coneequence will be 
made in the original assessed vajuation?’’ Mr. 
Barker was asked. 

‘“*Ican give you no information at this time 
as to the decision,” he replied. ‘*‘ This is the 
usual custom, and we are not deviating from it 
in any particular in this case." 

People who have carefully observed the prog- 
ress of the hearings in the Gould case are of the 
opinion that the Commissiouers have decided 
not to reduce the valuation by any great 
amount. 

During the latter years of his lifo Jay Gould 
paid personal taxes on $500,000. If the as- 
sessed valuation of $10,000,000 holds this 
year, the city will receive about $180,000 in 
personal taxes from the estate, the exact 
amount, of course, depending upon the rate of 
the tax levy. 


FOUR OHILDREN WITH SMALLPOX, 





Cases Found by an _ Inspector—Officers 


Using Extra Precautions, 


Four of the children of William Votopken, 
who lives in a tenement at 1,504 Avenue A, 
were reported yeaterday by a Health Inspector 
as having been sent to North Brother Island the 
night before suffering with smallpox. The Vo- 
topkens are Bohemians, and the afllicted chil- 
dren are William, fourandahalf years old; 
Carrie, fourteen; August, ten, and Rudolph, 
one and a half. 

Since the discovery of several concealed cases 
of smallpoxin the Vek family at 1,204 First 
Avenue last Saturday the health authorities 


have been on the watch for additional cases of 
the disease, and during an inspection on Mon- 
day one of the officers found that the Votopken 
fawily had suspicious symptoms. Dr. Doty was 
notified and a man sent to diagnose the cases. 

He found William Votopken just recovering 
from smallpox and his brothers and sister in 
the midst of an attack of the disease. Every 
persoo in the house was vaccinated, and the 
premises were thoroughly fumigated. 

The only fear of a spread of the disease from 
this new source arises from the mingling of the 
children during their illness with the neighbors. 
80 far as can be found out, the Votopkens had 
not been attended or examined by a physician 
before the Health Inspector called. 

The Health Department, through the Bureau 
of Contagious Diseases, is taking the promptest 
action whenever an infectious disease shows 
itself, and, in spite of any published * scares,” 
there is no reason to expectthut contagion of any 
kind will be any more general this season than 
in previous years. Every house where oon- 
tagious diseases have been found is carefully 
watcbed day by day, and avy spread of the 
malady can be checked promptly. 

The departinent intends to prosecute to the 
uttermost physiciana who fail to report conta- 
gious cases with promptitude. 

Dr. Doty is endeavoring to discover the source 
of the recent smallpox casos, but does not be- 
lieve that those on rirst Avenue and those on 
Avenue A have any connection with each other. 


Cigarettes Made Him Reckless. 
Ernest Riesch, twonty-three years old, of 2 
West street, jumped off the Battery wall into 
the bay Monday. He was resoued by Pilot 
Jumes Gallacher and Stoker James Woods of 
the fireboat New-Yorker, and taken to Chat- 
bers Btreet Llospital 

In the Tombs Police Court yesterday Riesch 
told Justice Martin that he stnoked from fifty 
to sixty cigarettes a day, aud he did not know 
why he jumped into the water. He was sent to 
Blackwell's Island for a month in default of 
$30 bail for his good behavior. 


New Dock Near the Barge Office. 

Work on the construction of the new dock just 
west of the Barze Office, whichis to serve the 
Rockaway and Bedlow’s Island boats for a land- 
ing place, began early yesterday morning. 

The dock will be about 40 by 40 feet in dimen- 
sion, and will be built under the “ one-thousand- 
dollar clause,” which allows of the construction 
of public works without advertising for bids, 
provided the estimated cost bo under $1,000.

THR UNION JACK AT BELRAST 


THE MATTER BROUGHT UP IN 
THE HOUSE OF (COMMONS, 





Chief Secretary Morley Says the Govern- 
ment Did Not Order the Flags Removed 
—The Police Had Power to Remove All 


Emblems Tending to Cause a Breach 


of the Peace—A Question About the 
Property Qualification in the Home 
Rule Bill—No Recess for Derby Day. 


LONDON, May 30.—In the House of Commons 
to-day T. Lea (Liberal Unionist) asked whether 
the Government had ordered the removal of 
Union Jacks from the hotels at Belfast. 

Irish Chief Secretary Morley replied that he 
need hardly say that the Exeoutive had not or- 
dered the removal of the flags. The law em- 
powered the police to enter lgconsed premises 
and remove or, if necessary, destroy any em- 
blems displayed there and likely, in the opinion 
of the police, to tend to a breach of the peace. 

Mr. W. Saunders, (Liberal,) who had talked of 
voting against the second reading of the Irish 
Home Rule bill on the ground that it perpet- 
uated the property qualification, asked whether 
the Government adhered to the property quali- 
fication for the electors of the second chamber 
of the Irish Legislature. 

Prime Minister Gladstone replied that the 
Government had laid the proposal frankly be- 
fore the House. He had never stated that the 
scheme was stereotyped and unalterable. It 
would be open to modification in accordance 
with the views expressed by the House. 

The House, by a vote of 273 to 240, rejected a 
motion to postpone discussion on Clause 3 of 
the Irish Home Rule bill, dealing with and de- 
lining the powers of the Irish Legislature. 

By a vote of 281 to 169, it refused to adopt a 


motion to adjourn over to-morrow, ia order to 
enable the members to attend the Derby at 
lvpsom. 


DUBLIN, May 30.—It was announced in the 
Dublin Court of Bankruptcy to-day that there 
was no estate to meet the claims against 


Michael Davitt, late Member of Parliament for 
Northeast Cork, ®ho was compelled to go into 
bankruptcy on account of his inability to meet 
the cost of the proceedings successfully ineti- 
tuted against him by P. Mahony, his Parnellite 
antagonist in the North Meath election, to de- 
prive him of that seat on the ground that oler- 
ioal intimidation had been used in Davitt’s be- 
half. It appears that the cottage whica Mr. 
Davitt ocoupies is the property of Mrs. Davitt, 
and cannot, therefore, be touched in the bauk- 
ruptoy proceedings. 





LAFAYETTE’S TOMB DECORATED, 


Services by Americans in the Picpus Ceme- 


tery, Near Vincennes. 


PARIS, May 30.—About 500 persons, largely 
Americans, were present to-day at the decora- 
tion of the tomb of the Marquis de Lafayette, 
in honor of his services to the cause of Ameri- 
can independence. 

The remains of the Marquis de Lafayette are 
interred in the cemetery at Picpus, at Vincen- 
nes, which containa the tombs of some of the 
oldest families in France, and also the graves 
of 1,300 victims of the Reign of Terror. Mem- 
bers of the Lafayette family arrived at the 
cemetery in landaus sent by Col. Adams 
and Gen. Read, representing Lafayette Post, 
Grand Army of the Republic, of New-York. 
These, with others who had come to take part 
in the ceremony, first signed their names in a 
book intended as a memento for Lafayette 
Post, and then formed in procession and 
marched with uncovered heads to the tomb of 
Lafayette. 

As Col. Adams placed wreaths and baskets of 
dark-blue pansies on the tomb, he said: 

“We are gathered here in tribute to the mem- 
ory of a man who offered his life in the service 
of American independence. At this hour, on 
the other side of the Atlantic, millions of sym- 
pathetic citizens are placing laurels on the 
tombs of those who gave their lives for their 
country. These wreaths represent the grati- 
tude of s grand and free Republic to Lafayette, 
whose guick eye caught the first possibilities of 
American independence. America, remember- 
ing the aid given to the American people by 
Lafayette, when they were without friends or 
funds, tenders, through Lafayette Post, the 
expression of her gratitude.” 

Here Col. Adams paused, while the visitors 
heaped wreaths upon the tomb until it was cov- 
ered by the flowery offerings. Several American 
flags floated over the scene, but there were no 
French ensigns. 

The Hon. James B. Eustis, American Ambas- 
sador, referred to the sacrifices of Lafayette in 
behalf of a peopleto whom he was an entire 
stranger. He said: 

“ Lafayette was animated by 4 higher senti- 
ment even than patriotism. He drew hissword 
for the broad principles to which he had conse- 
crated his life. His name became a household 
word in the United States, where his example 
ought to be held up to our children. His 
memory awakens in the breast of every Amer- 
ican emotions of grateful admiration. To those 
who to-day in America are paying tribute to the 
honored dead, I would say that | share their 
grief. Weare equally preud of American citi- 
zenship, of the greatness of the Republic, and of 
the high position which the Republic holds in 
the family of nations.” 

Frangois Decorcelle, great-grandson of tho 
Marquis de Lafayette, made reply in behalf of 
the family. He referred to the fidelity with 
which America honored the memory of his 
great ancestor, and he added that the best 
expression of thanks in behalf of the family 
was found in Lafayette’s own words, when bid- 
ding farewell to President Adams in September, 
1820. 

Among the visitors present, besides those 
already named, were: Mr. Eustis, brother of 
the American Ambassador; Gen. and Mra. 
Foster, Mrs. and Miss Harlan, wife and daugh- 
ter of Justice Harlan; Mrs. John T. Morgan, 
wife of Senator Morgan; Mra. E. J. Phelps, and 
Mr. William Seligman. 





BRITISH SEALING ARGUMENTS, 


Sir Charles Russell Dissects the Laws of 


Many Countries. 


Paris, May 30.—Sir Charles Russell continued 
to apoak in behalf of the British case to-day be- 
fore the Bering Sea Tribunalof Arbitration. He 
will finish to-morrow. 

His argument dragged wearlly along to-day 
as he dissected minutely the laws of other 
nations, on which the United States based its 
claim to protection of the seals outside of the 
ordinary limit. Sir Charles contended that 
Great Britain, Chile, Japan, and Russia never 
asserted jurisdiction over foreign vessels out- 
side of territorial limits. He next replied to a 
reference which the Hon. E. J. Phelps of coun- 
sel for the United States had made to the inac- 
tivity of Great Britain in respectto the seizures 
of forcign vessels by the Russian authorities. 
Sir Charles read correspondence which had 
passed between the American Chargé d’Altfaires 
at St. Petersburg and his Government at Wash- 
ington, stating that Russian jurisdiction was 
contined to the ordinary limits, and that the 
seizures were avowedly within those limits. 

He devoted a portion of his argument to try- 
ing to prove that various alleged acts of inter- 
ference by British authorities with foreign ves 
sels outside of the ordinary limits, if such acts 
really occurred,had not imperiled the principles 
of international law. 


ITALIAN CABINET WEAKNESS. 


RoME, May 3O.—The monetary 
grows worse. The searcity of silver is paralyz 
ing trade, and the revival of forced paper cur- 
rency is believod to be inevitable, 

The parliamentary commission appointed to 


tu the Banca Rowana and other tinanclai inati- 
tutions, has resigned on th: ground thac the 
Chamber of Deputies made valid the election of 
Aguyglia, an Opposition Deputy, contrary to the 
advice of the commission. The weukness of 
the newly-reconstituted Cabinet is agxravated 
by this resignation. 

ANOTHER DYNAMITER RELEASED. 

Lonpox, May 30.—James Gilbert, who was 
scntenced in 1885 to penal servitude for life for 
having caused dynamito explosions at the 
Tower and Houses of Parliament, was released 
from Portland Prison to-day.

NEW-ORLEANS HARBOR NOT SAFE, 


Vessels Repeatedly Grounded for Want of 
a Sufficient Depth of Water. 





NEW-ORLEANS, May 30.—Rumors of frequent 
groundings of steamships at the head of the 
Passes having been current quite recently, THE 
TimMks’s correspondent called upon Mr. M. J. 
Sanders, a leading shipping merchant, for in- 
formation on the subject. Mr. Sanders said: 

“Some six weeks since a letter was sent by 
ship agents in New-Orleans to the Secretary of 
War calling his attention to the fact that the 
United States Engineers had reported full- 
depth water on the Passes. While pilots were 
coustantly denying the accuracy of these re- 
ports and informing ship agents that it was not 
safe to load vessels to the depth given by engi- 
neers as being inthe Passes, we were given to 
understand that this letter had been sont to the 
local Board of Enginoers for investigation. So 
far, however, no reply has been received from 
the Secretary of War. 

“Our experience during the last two weeks 
has been very unfortunate in having our ves- 
sels repeatedly grounded, both on approaching 
tbe head of the Passes and inside the Passes at 
the head. This matter has become very serious 
to ship owners, who are hesitating about send- 
ing vessels to this port. Our steamship, the 
Barbadian, left New-Orleans on the 18th of 
May to goto sea, and grounded at the head of 
the Passes, and remained there until two pow- 
erful tugs could be sent down to pull her otf 

“While the Barbadian was first. aground, 
right across the head of the Passes, with her 
tow sowe fifty feet off the West Jetties, the 
steamsbip Stillwater, coming down the river, 
and passing down the jetties, almost ran -into 
her, passing her bow by only twenty feet. Had 
she been twenty feet more tothe eastward she 
would most probably have sunk the Barbadian. 

“Our eteamship Floridian went down the 
river on the 23d inst., not loaded down to her 
full capacity for fear of scant water, and was 
with great difficulty able to make a passage 
through the mud on her way to sea. I under- 
stand that the California, a vessel which sailed 
at the saine time as the Floridian, and drawing 
less water, Was not so fortunate. She stuck 
bard and fast broadside on the upper end of 
the West Jetty, in an exceedingly ‘dangerous 
position, from which she was rescued by the 
aid of a powerful tug sent to her assistance. 

“ From reports of pilots it appears thats large 
area right at the head of the jetties, somewhat 
eustwardly, which has been shoaling for some 
time, has now ouly about 22 feet of water. 
This bank is three-fourths of a mile long 
and a half mile wide, and presents a most 
dangerous obstacle to vessels attempting to 
enter the Passes. Nearly a dozen steamers 
have during the past two weeks been aground 
for a louger or shorter period on the Passes 
Owing to these difliculties our company has 
been obliged to send away the large steamer 
Jamaician to Baltimore, and the steamship 
Louisiana to another port. They were not sent 
away on account of the slack Summer season, 
but merely for the reason that it is quite unsafe 
to load them at present to full capacity.” 


OHINA AND THE GEARY LAW. 





that She Will Retaliate on 


American Citizens. 


No Indication 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—Up to the present 
time there is no indication that the rumors that 
tne Chinese Government proposes to retaliate 
upon citizens of the United States because 
of the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
bearing upon the constitutionality of the Geary 
law, and that the Chinese Minister will ask for 
his passport, are true. Should the United States 
Government attempt to carry out the provis- 
ions of the Geary law and deport all Chinese 
persons who havo not complied with its de- 
mauda, it ig not unlikely that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment would adopt retaliatory measures. 

Thus far the Chinese Government has acted 
with great forbearance, and assurances have 
been received in this country that strong ef- 
forts will be made to protect Americans in 
China trom oppression which may grow outof 
the attitude of the United States. 8o far no 
hint that diplomatic relations will be broken 
ott has been received by the State Department. 
China bas long followed apolicy of ohanging 
her foreign representatives at frequent inter- 
vals, aud itis in pursuance of this that the 
present Chinese Minister has been recalled. It 
is the understanding of the State Department 
that his successor will soon arrive in Washing- 
ton. 

Itis undoubtedly the hope of the Chinese 
Government that the policy of the United States 
witb regard to Chinese immigrants will soon 
undergo a change, and that some reasonable 
regulation of Chinese immigration will be 
brought about in the near future which will 
permit the present diplomatic and commercial 
relations to continue without friction. 


Naval Mast-Top Fortresses. 
WASHINGTON, May 30.—The Navy Departments 
is advised that the French naval architects 
have embodied in their latest plans for battle 
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ships a system of protected tops that will afford 
a position of superior accommodation to the 


commanding officors. 

Thoso miniature steel fortresses at the mast 
topa, in addition to an equipment of machine 
guns, are now being fitted out with speaking 
tubes, connections with the engine bells, and 
tinally with a wheel which will enabie the officer 
in the top to steer the vessel from that position. 
Great strategic advantages are supposed to be 
wade available from this arrangement, as it 
will enable the ollicer directing the movements 
of the vessel to see perfectly over the dense 
clouds of powder smoke that hang around the 
vessel during an active engagement, and also, 
in certain casos, to see above a low-lying fog.

EDISON ILLUMINATING COMPANY : 
OUSTOMERS OOMPLAIN. 2 





Meters Supposed to Mark the Amount of 
Electricity Farnished Unreliable—That 
Fact Established in Court Proceedings 
—A Demand that a State Inspector Do 
Appointed, Who Shall Decide Disputes 
—Cases in Which Bills Have Beon Suc« 
cessfully Disputed. 


For some time customers of the Edison lla. 
minating Company have been complaining ofthe 
charges made for electricity supplied to run- 
electric motors and for illuminating purposes, 
It is asserted that the meters used for registom 
ing the quantity of electricity used are worth 
less and that the company is obliged to resori 
to guesswork. 

In many cases the offers of settlement made 
by customers have been accepted, but in others 
nO agreement could be reached. Such dissatia- 
fastion has been experienced with the comipa- 
ny’s methods of doing business that the demand 
1s now made for the appointment of a State In« 
Spector, to whom disputed cases may be re- 
ferred. 


A case was recently carried into the courte 
which revealed an utter lack of system in de- 
terming the quantity of electricity consumed, 
A bill was furnished by the Edison Iliumina 
ing Company for $180, and $30, which wae. 
psec in settlement by the customer, Was re« 
used, 


The company brought a suit, and a verdict 
was rendered in favor of the defendant. It was 
proved on the trial that with the meters now is 


use by the Edison Illuminating Company the 
amount of electricity furnished to cnstemans 
could not be correctly determined. 

lt has been found that the cost of electrie 
lights has been largely increased during the 
last year, without a corresponding increase in 
the consumption. In one instance it is said 
that & customer was charged over fourteen 
times as high for electricity during the month 
of April last as was paid for the month of De- 
cember last year, though it is stated that the’ 
quantity of electricity consumed during De-' 
cember was much greater than during April. | 

In acoounts furnished for electricity to sup-. 
ply motive power. still more wu nabie 
charges have been made. The proprister ofa 
restaurant in West Twenty-third Street, who 
uses an electric motor to run cooling fans in his 
establishment, was charged the same price for 
electricity in the company’s bills for two 
months last Fall, afterthe motor had stopped 
Tuuving, as he paid while the fans were in 
operation. ; 

Among the firms named as having disputed 
the correctness of bills furnished to them are 
George P. Kowell’s Advertising Agoeney, 11 
Spruce Street; Messrs. Fraser & Co., wheleeais 
druggists, “62 Fifth Avenue, and the New-York 
— Company, 127 West Twenty-

A NEw-YoRK Times reporter called on Mr 
Newton, the manager of Mr. Rowell's business. 
When asked if it was true that the firm had dis 
puted the acouracy of bills rendered for eleo 
> tricity he said: 

“We have no complaint to make at presen’ 
against toe Edison [lluminating Company. We 
found that their accounts became tangled up, 
and we complained of overcharges, but the 
matter was amicably adjusted. over- 
charges made were due to the fact that the 
company’s moters did not correctly register the 
actuai consumption of electricity.” 

Mr. Fraser, when questioned in relation tothe 
subject, said: 

** We have had some trouble in adjusting our 
accounts with the Edison Dluminating Com- 
pany. The matter, however, has been amicably 
settled and we have no cause of complaint at 
present. The electric meters, like the gas 
meters, cannot always be relied upon to regia 
ter actual consumption.” 

_Mr. Ernest Edwards, President of the New- 
York Photogravure Company, said: 

“It is true we had adifterencé with the Edi- 
son Illuminating Company as to the quantity of 
electricity conanmed in our establishmeut. Mr. 
Sayles, the general agent of the company, in- 
vestigated the matter and made quite a con 
cession to our claim for overcharges, but not 
nearly as much as we were convinced we ough? 
to have received.” 

“Do you believe that many of the company’s 
customers have complained of overcharges!” 
he was asked. 

“IT have no doubt,” he replied, “that there 
has been considerable difticulty in determining 
the exact quantity of electricity consumed, and 
that disputes are likely to arise until the meters 
now in use can be improved so as to register 
actual consumption. ‘The fault liea entirely 
with the meters.” 

“Have you any method to suggest by which 
— disputes could be authoritatively set 

6 , 

‘There is only one method by which suchs 
result can be accomplished.” 

* What is that?’’ 

** By the appointment ofa State Inspector te 
whom ail disputes as to the consumption of ele 
tricity could be referred. The business of the 
electric companies is now s0 enormous that 
disputes must necessarily arise from time to 
time, and consumers should have some tribunal 
to which they can appealin case of unreason- 
able or exorbitant charges being made. 

“Some time ago we had trouble with one of 
the gas companies. We believed that we were 
overcharged and directed the attention of the 
company to the matter. 

‘The gas company referred the question to the 
State Inspector, who examined the meter and 
dscided thatit was running fast, and that our 
bills were in consequence higher than they 
should have been. 

“The company then made a reduction on the 
cost of all the gas charged to us during the last 
two years in which the meter had been in use. 

**My contention is that consumers of elec 
tricity should demand the appointment of a 
State Inspector of Electricity, vested with 
ample power to determine all disputed ques- 
tions arising in reference to the actual con- 
sumption of the current 

‘There is an imperative necessity for such a 
tribunal at present, and untilit is established 
there will be no end to the disputes and vexa- 
tious lawsuits resulting from differences of 
opinion and defective meters in the course of 
transacting the enormous business of the elec- 
trio companies.”

[HE DEFENSE FINISHED IN THE 
‘PRESBYTERIAN TRIAL. 


fhe General Assembly's Meeting Piace 
Again Crowded with Interested Listen- 
ers—The Charges Thoroughly Dissected 
by Dr. Briggs—He Made an Impas- 
sioned Statement of His Position and 
a Plea for Justice—Col. McCook’s Clos-. 
ing Words for the Appellants. 


‘WASHINGTON, May 30.—People evidently do 
tire of the Briggs case, notwithstanding the 

al and often wearisome features of the 
argument. The third day of the trial attracted 
an audience that left no spare room in the 


Charch. 

Prof. Briggs concluded his argument, having 
peoupied ali but twenty minutes of the seven 
hours allotted tohim by the Judicial Commit 
tee. His voice gave way underthe great and 
gustained strain to which it had been subjected, 
despite the assistance given by Prof. Brown in 
reading portions of the record and extracts 
from his works, and toward the close he spoke 
with evident effort and husky tones. The pros- 
poution also concluded its case with a credit of 
twenty minutes’ time. 

The evening session was given over to the 

bers of the New-York Presbytery, and a 
vote on sustaining the appeal will doubtless be 
taken at to-morrow morning's session. 

When Prof. Briggs resumed his argument at 
the morning session, he took up Charge No. 4, 
that he taught that errors may have existed in 
the original text of the Holy Scriptures as it 
eame from its authors. He admitted that the 
@ilegation was fairly accurate. 

“You can consider nothing,” he said, “but my 

as stated in the charge, and determine 
Whether that. is contrary or not contrary to the 
essential doctrines named in the charge. We are 
ound as Presbyterians only to the essentia: and 
ry articles of the Westminster Confession. 
e arenot bound to annecessary and unessential 
etatements of the Confession. Still less aro we bound 
to statements which are not in the Confession at all, 
but which are regarded as logical deductions from 
the Confession by a party in the Church. i 
“If we are to be heid to all the supposed logical con- 
uences of the Westminster Confession, do you 
mot see that you will be held by the dominant party 
to the whole system of scholastic dogma taught in 
certain schools of theology! By supposed logicel 
deductions the Scriptures and the confession will be 
everiuld by a crust of traditional opinion which may 
go on developing into thicker and more comprehen- 
@ive forms until confession and Bible are buried 
under a mountain of scholasticism. 

“You must judge by the confession, not by your 

fears cr your impressions or by the conclusions you 

ave made. But is it true that fallibility in the 

ible in matters beyond the scope of the Divine rev- 
elation impairs ihe infailibility in matters within 
the scope of Divine revelation! We claim that it 
a not. The sacred writings were not composed 
in heaven by the holy spirits; they were not sent 
down from heaven by ange! hands; they were not 
eommitted to the careof perfect men; they were 
not kept by a succtssion of perfect priests from that 
Moment until the presenttime, [f these had been 
the factsin the case we might nave hada Bible in- 
failibie in evory particular. 

~ But none of these things are true. God gave His 
wely Word to manin an entirely different way. he 

human reason ani ali the facuities of imperfect 
human nature. He used the voice and the hands ot 
jmvertocs man. He allowed the sacred writings to 
edited and re-edited, arranged and rearranged, 
and rearranged again by imperfect scribes. It is im- 
robabie that fallible men should produce a series of 
Pritings infallible in every respect. It was suihcient 
that Divine inspiration and the guidance of the Holy 
>pirit should make their writings an infallible rule 
faith and practice, and that the Divine energy 
should push the human and the failible into the ex- 
ternal forma, into the unessential and unnecessary 
matter, into the huwan setting of Divine ifleals. 

**It is evident that Holy Scripture is the only in- 
fallible rule of faith and practice, and yet that there 
are errors in Holy Scripture in matters that do not 
in any way impair its infallibility in matters of faith 
and practice.’’ 

With regard to the charge that he taught that 
Moses was not the author of the Pentateuch, 
Dr. Briggs made the same defense he made be- 


fore the Presbytery of New-York, and summed 
up his arguments in this way: 

“ There is no jawfu] bridge by which these specifi- 
cations that Moses is not the author of the Penta- 
tench and that Isaiah is not the author of half of the 
book that bears his name. can be brought under tne 
charges. Therefore, there is no relevancy in the 
epecitications. They cannot be accounted as valid. 

“The Westminster Confession of Faith nowhere 
states that Moses wrote the Pentatcuch or that 
Isaiah wrote the whole of ithe book that Dears his 
mame. Therefore, there can be no lawful case 

t me in the Presbyterian Church. 

“ The testimony of Holy Scripture in the passages 
adduced does not show that Moses wrote the Penta- 
teuch and that Isaiah wrote the book that bears his 
pame. Therefore, my statements are not in ounflict 
with Holy Scripture, and there is no valid case 
egainst me on the ground of Holy Scripture. 

Holy Soripture makes it evident that Moses did 
Bot write the Pentateuch, and that Isaiah did not 
write half the book that bears his name. Therefore, 
My statements are true, and the prosecation are in 
eonflict with Hvuly Scripture.” 

Passing to the charge that he taught that 
Sanctification is not complete at death, Dr. 
Briggs said that his doctrine was clearly stated 
in the following words of his inaugural: 

“ There is no authority in the Scriptures orin the 
ereeds of Christendom for the doctrine of immediate 
Sanctification at death The only sanctification 
known to experience, to Christian orthodoxy, and 
to the Bibie is progressive sanctification. Progres- 
sive sanctification after death is the doctrine of the 
Bibie and the Church.” 

Dr. Briggs claimed the authority of the larger 
catechism as showing tbat tbere are three 
states in which communion with Christ is en- 
joyed, namely, this life, immediately after 
Geath, and at the resurrection and day of judg- 
ment. The communion with Christ was evi- 
dently not limited to the point of time imme- 
diately after death, but to the estate beginning 
immediately after death, and extending up to 
the day of judgment; for “in this life” clearly 
referred not to any single moment in this life 
but to the whole Christian state on this earth 
from the momentin which Christian life begins 
in regeneration until the soul departs from the 
body atdeath. He said: 

“Itis evident, therefore, from statements of our 
standards, that perfect holiness, perfect redemption, 

rfect communion with Christ and glory, cannot be 
enjoyed until the decisions of the day of judgment. 
How can any one be perfectly sanctified who has not 
attained ‘perfect and fall communion with Christ in 
glory,’ who has not been ‘opeuly acknowledged and 
acquitted,’ and who still has to look forward 
ft the resurrection, when fer the tirst time he 
will pe ‘fuliy and forever freed from all sin’ and 
made perfectly holy and happy both in body and soul? 
Those who teach immediate sanctification at death are 

irresistable conflict with these statements of the 

estminster Confession; whereas, those who teach 
& progressive sanctification after death, and regard 
the state immediately after death as the state during 
which they are made perfect in holiness, which prog- 
reas in perfection reaches ite end at the day of 
jadgment, reconcile all these statements of the larger 
@atechiem intoa higher unity where there is com- 
plete and perfect harmony.” 

Dr. Briggs next considered the allegation of 

judice in the specifications of error made by 

the appellants. A number of the members of 
the Presbytery were named as being actuated 
oy easesten. “One of them, Dr. Alexander,” 
said Dr. Briggs, “‘is a member of the Assembly. 
He is able to speak for himself, and needs no 
defense at my hands. The Key. Antonio 
Arreghi, the faithful missionary among the 
Italians, is not here, but has written his dis- 
elaimer, which was published in the /ndepend- 
ent. If all these men can be charged with 
prejudiee, where will you find a court that will 
satisfy i” 

But, Dr. Brigzs said, there was no law by 
which his associates in the seminary and friends 
out of it could be debarred from their right to 
sitin the court. Andif they were prejudiced, 
what should be said of those who nut only op- 
posed the views of the defendant but exhibited 
personal hostility to him, and who sat in the 
same court. It was doubtiess true that the civil 
courts were in advance of the eccleatastical 
eourts on the question of eligibility. ‘The 
time will soon come,” he said, “when a man 
will not be compelled to prone his case before a 
tribunal unfriendly to him, and when a man 

all not be put in jeoparay of hia ecclesiastical 

fe by the vote of a majority of such men.”’ 

Passing to a consideration of the ten specifica- 
tions of error in the proceedings of the Presby- 
tery. Dr. Briggs said he would leave most of 
them to members of the Presbytery to answer. 
He warned the Assembly againsta blind in- 
dorsement of the arguments advanced by the 
prosecution; “for I can find along catalogue 
of heresies,” he said, “in the arguments ad- 
vanced by the Prosecuting Committee. itis a 
delicate and dangerous position you are putting 
yourselves into in this matter; one where you 
will find it difficult to justify yourselves before 
the Christian world.” He continued: 

“The first chargeo against me,” stripped of all I 
aeny, is that I make the reason the fountain of Di. 
vine authority. The prosecution make the mistake 
of making the Bible the source of authority, instead 
of God oening through the Bible to men, as I do; 
henee, they cannot understand me, I do not hold 
that the reason and the Church are sources of Divine 
Suthority, but streams, fountains, media, through 
which God communicates to man. 4 

“T have claimed, under the second charge, that 
the’Church is a fountain of Divine anthority. Let me 
refer to a word spoken by Dr. Lampe yesterday. 
die said, if I understood him rightly, and | tried to 
take down his exact words, ‘We know nothing of 
Christ save what we get in the Bible story.’ | Dr. 

pe nodded his head.} He admits it. Are you 
Teady to believe that, Commissioners ! Do we learn 
aod know nothing of Him throggi the persona: re- 
lations Lhat we enjoy in the Lord's Supper! I can- 
BOt subscribe to that doctrine; it is ravk heresy, 
if ever heresy was promulgated in the history of the 
Church.” 

Next the defendant read from the “defense” 
what he bad to say about Spurgeon in con- 
trast with Newman and Martineau. What he 
had to say, Dr. Briggs admitted, was offensive 
to many of the Presbytery, as it might be to 
wWany, possibly a majority, of the Assembly, 
but it was true. The average opinion of the 
Christian world would not assign Spurgeon a 
higher place in the Kingdom of God than New- 
man or Martineau. The speaker said he couid 
not see how any fair man, looking facts in the 
face, could gainsay that. The bringing in of these 
@eacrete cases into the eharges, Dr. Briggs 





claimed, was unjustifiable. “If you bring them 
in you must meet the issue before the Christian 
world. But why bring them in?’ 

At the afternoon session Dr. Briggs continued 
his defense. He said he would endeavor to 
ehow that his views were not inconsisent with 
the Westminster Confession. He sald: 

“I now wish to bring forth my position. I shall 
adhere to the policy which 1 have thus far followed 
with regard to errors in Holy Scripture. I have re- 
fused to accept the dogma that the original anto- 
graphs were inerrant. have maintained that there 
are errors in the texts which we have, in the best 
texts we can get by the science of textual criticism, 
and that it is tinprobable that the original texts, if 
we could discover them, would be much different 
from those we have in that regard. But I have refused 
to allirm that these were errors in the original auto- 
graphs, because it is unscientific and it is unschol- 
arly and it is against the truth-loving spirit of Chris- 
tianity to make affirmations of dogma where we 
have no certain evidence. I have always refrained, 
as far as possible, from pointing to errors in the 
present text of Scripture. But every Biblical 
scholar admits them. 

“Phe doctrine of progressive sanctification is in 
accordance with the laws that God has established 
in the ethica) constitution of man. ‘Che Church and 
the Bible give their potentaidto the conscience in 
the ethical elevation of humanity. It is always, 
every where, and in every variety of form and educa- 
tion or training. Shall all this ethical training cease 
atdeath, all the varied stages of progress in the 
aifferent periods of life, of oulture, of racial and 
national advancement, be reduced to a common level 
and mace of none eflect by a mighty transformation 
that will deal with the race, father and child, mother 
and babe, master and scholar, self-sacrificing mission. 
ary and pagan convert, ihe devoted evangelist and the 
thief and murderer, (here Dr. briggs shouted his 
words, | turni ng in his last hour to Christ trom the 
shadow of the gallowsa—all in one undistinguishabie 
mass? Such a doctrine strikes a deadly biow at the 
moral nature of man, the ethical constitution of soci- 
ety, the — =a of our race, aud the moral 

v ment of God, 
erThe doctrine of progressive sanctification after 
death harmonizes Christain faith with Cnristian 
ethics, and both of these with the ethics of human- 
ity and the ethics of God, 1t enables us to compre- 
bend the whole life of man, the whole history of our 
race from its first creation until the day of doom, 
and all the acts of God in creation and Providence 
under one grand conception—the Divine sanctifica- 
tion of man.” F : 

Turning to the Assembly, and raising his 
hands solemnly, Dr. Briggs concluded his de- 
tense as follows: 

“I have endeavored to explain my views. I hold 
them sincerely and with all my heart I hope they 
are set forth in the Holy,Seripture, I know many 
of them are set forth in the Westminster Confession. 
I chalienge you before God to judge me rightly and 
conscientiously. IL challenge yoa before God to 
judge me according to the record. [ challenge you 
vefore Jesus Ohrist to do me justice in your judg- 
ment.”’ ° 

Col. McCook then rose to close the case for 
the appellants, confining himseif to points 
raised by Prof. Briggs. He opened with a dec- 
Jaration in regard to the sufficiency and exact- 
ness of the specifications in the appeal, which, 
he asserted, the defendant had acknowledged 
in the court below and before this court. But 
he regretted that ata late hour the defendant 
had stood here and said: * Yes, the words are 
mine, but Ido not admit the facts stated there- 
in.” This was paitry quibbling. 

Col. MeCook said he would cite but one in- 
stance of this. In Charge 8 the committee 
alleged that Dr. Briggs had taught “ that 
sanctification is not complete atdeath, which is 
contrary to the essential doctrine of Holy 
Scripture and of the standards of the said 
Church; that the souls of believers are at their 
death at once made perfect in holiness.” Dr. 
Briggs had argued by the hour that the words 
*aconce”’ were not the equivalent of “ imme- 
diately’ in the answer to the eighty-sixth 
question of the larger catechism. 

Col. McCook said, in regard to the statement 
frequently made that this was a criminal pros- 
ecution: 

“1 did not like the statement, for I construed and 
described the proceeding as one for violation of con- 
tract assumed in the ordination vows of the defend- 
ant. But také the designation of a criminal prosecu- 
tion and what do we have! Whena man is charged 
in acriminal case with violation of the law, heis 
called upon to plead. Suppose a prisoner at the bar 
shouki plead guilty to the truth of the charges 
against him, but when the Judge undertook to im- 
pose the penalty prescribed, should say, ‘Oh, Judge; 
don’t impose that penalty, forI am not all satisned 
that the statute in question or the section under 
which you are acting is at all a beneticent law.’ 
What would be the effect ot such a plea! Wonld not 
the Judge go forward in the discharge of his usual 
aud regular duties in such cases!” 

Referring to the specification of error imput- 
ing prejudice on the partof some members of 
the Presbytery of New-York, Col. McCook quot- 
ed some of the statements made in the course 
of the trial, and included in the specifications 
of error, and commented on them with the 
words: “The blood of a Presbyterian juror 
should not boil within him when Presbyterian 
doctrine is successfully defended.”” He read 
from the declaration of the Trustees of Union 
Seminary that they would defend Prof. Briggs 
to the end,” and then went into the court of the 
Presbytery, “ possibly unprejudiced,” and voted 
solidly upon every charge and specification to 
acquit Prof. Briggs. 

Col. MeCook claimed that the case before the 
Presbytery was one of fact, and not of law; 
thatthe charges contained only matter which 
the defendant admitted having uttered; that 
the verdict should have been guilty. The case 
was one which couid not be decided by occa- 
sional polemics on Presbyterian doctrines, but 
must be decided by the highest tribunalin ac- 
cordance with the constitution and standards of 
the Church. He traversed anew the grounds of 
the teachings of the defendant, and asserted, 
despite the latter's avowals and explanations, 
that they were in opposition to the Holy Script- 
ure and Confession of Faith, and therefore 
gross error in the eye of the Church. He also 
asserted that the doctrines ut issue were essen- 
tial, notwithstanding Prof. Briggs’s declaration 
of opinion to the contrary. 

In conclusion, Col. McCook said: 

“It seems almost incredible that the appellee, 
after reaftirming bo often the alleged erroneous doc- 
trine for which he has been put on trial, should ap. 
pear before this court with aseries of orthodox state. 
ments for the atterances of which he is notand 
never bas been on trial. The question is not 
whether he has once or twenty times tanght what 
was orthodox. The trialison the doctrines of the 
inaugural address, which are offenses against Pres- 
byterian doctrines. There is no room for ob- 
scurity here. There is no reason for search. 
ing the works of the appellee published 
in the past toreassure yourselves and to shake the 
position of the committee. The question is: Are the 
unretracted doctrines of the inaugural address, af- 
firmed ana reaflirmed so many times, which are the 
basis of these charges and specifications, are they in 
conformity with the word of God and the standards 
of the Presbyterian Church? his is the question, 
and this only. 

‘The array of authorities which the appellee has 
cited in opposition to the Presbyterian doctrine of 
the Scripture is, no doubt, imposing; and all scholar- 
ship is worthy ofrespect. I am aware, however, 
that at the great universities of Europe there are 
many jurists of the highest learning who defend 
monarchy, and are scornful in their views of the 
popular institutions of the United States. Butasa 
citizen loyal to the American Constitution, and 
especially on this date, I donot regulate my loyalty 
according to the conclusions of foreign doctrinaires. 
In like manner, those of us that are loyal to the con- 
stitution of the Presbyterian Church are not 
called upon to alter our views with respect 
to our Presbyterian constitution and doctrine at 
the bidding of unbelievers, however high their posi- 
tion. Oxford Episcopalians and German Kational- 
iste do notinterpret the Presbyterian constitution 
and doctrine. For Presbyterianism has a history 
and has claims which do not need the support of 
any one, seeing that the foundation is Jesus Christ 
as revealed in God's Holy Word.” 

At the opening of the evening session an at- 
tempt was made to reach a vote before adjourn- 
ment to-night, but it was unsuccessful. 

Dr. Young moved that an hour and a half be 
allowed the Commissionera of the Presbytery 
of New-York to present their views, and that, 
at the expiration thereof, the vote be taken 
without farther delay. The Assembly, how- 
ever, by a great majority refused to change the 
regular order. 

Prof. Brown then took up the various grounds 
of appeal and their several specifications seria- 
tim. He laid particular stress on the fact that 
Dr. Briggs had denied the charges against 
him and insisted that he should not be 
pressed to trial after this denial. The 
charge thathe (Prof. Brown) and others voted 
to acquit Dr. Braggs after manifestations 
of prejudice in the conduet of the case was un- 
true. so faras the violation of his ordination 
vow was concerned, Prof. Brown said that Dr, 
Briggs had been merely required at ordination 
to accept the system of doctrine—nothing less, 
nothing more. 

When Prof. Brown concluded, he was asked 
by a Commissioner for information on whe ex- 
pression of the Presbytery that “‘ without ex- 
pressing approval of the critical or theological 
views embodied in the inaugural address,” it 
acquitted him. 

Prof. Brown said this point would be explained 
by another speaker, but he would say generally 
that the Presbytery meant that every man was 
entitled to certain views which all aid not hold 
in common, but the Presbytery waa not pre- 
pared to pass upon those views which individ- 
ual men were entitled to hold, 

The Rev. R. B. Booth protested against the 
judgment of the New-York Presbytery because 
it waa reached by a body that at the close of the 
long trial was very different from that which 
entered upon the trial. The judgment was ille- 
gal because, when the defendant accepted as of 
legal form and effect the charges made against 
him, the case was proved. 

Dr. Booth said the Church could not accept 
and preach Prof. Briggs’s acknowledged doc- 
trines upon the divine authority of the Bible, 
Church, and reason, and of the inspiration of 
the Bible. Upon the latter point, Dr. Booth 
read the sentiments of the Rev. Henry B. 
fmith, expressed in a sermon deliyered to the 
Synod of New-Jersey and New-York (new 
school) in 1855. Those sentiments have been 
the groundwork of the writings of Churenh 
writers ever since. ‘The union of the two 
branches would never have been made,” said 
Dr. Booth, “if the teachings approved by the 
New-York Presbytery had been kuown to be the 
teachings of the Church.”’ 

The next speaker was the Rev. George Alex- 
ander, who supported Dr. Briggs. He denied 
the imputation of prejudice in favor of Dr. 
Briggs in the Presbytery, and then proceeded 
to explain the meaning of the Presbytery 
coupling its acquittal of Dr. Briggs, “ without 
expressing approval of the critical or theo- 
logical views embodied in the inaugural 
address.”” The prosecution, he said, had 
endeavored to shift the burden ot 
responsibility by urging the Presbytery to con- 
viot by saying that ‘if you acquit, you do ap- 
thay the views of Dr. Briggs,” and it waa to 

1eet this attempt that the non-expressal of ap- 
royal was inserted. An appeal was made to 
Dr. Alexander to give acceptance to the views 
of the defendant and not accept the prosecu- 
tion’s interpretation. 

The Rev. George L. &pining said he wonld not 
deny that prejudice existed in the New-York 
Presbytery. The presecuting committee were 
but human, Might not they be tinged with that 





which they sald the Presbytery was saturated ? 
Dr. Spining said he could not vote for convio- 
because he believed that the charges 
proved; it made no difference 
whether or not Dr. Briggs was guilty. He 
pleaded for peace and quiet and a generous 
treatment of Dr. Briggs, whom he eulogiséd as 
one of the foremost scholars in the world, than 
whom, in his opinion, there was no man on the 
floor of the house who would soonerfor more 
giadly lay down his life for the Biple as the 
infallible word of God. Dr. Spin ing’s close was 
greeted with applause. 





INSPIRATION OF THE BIBLE, 


A New Deliverance Submitted—Honors to 
the Soldier Dead. 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—Besides the Briggs 
case there were two incidents of note in the 
day's proceedings of the Presbyterian General 


Assembly. The Committee on Bills and Over- 
tures reported a form of deliverance, in ex- 
planation of the deliverance of the Portland 
Assembly on the inspiration of the Bible, asa 
substitute for the one submitted last Saturday. 
It was clearer and more condensed than the 
former docuwent, and allirmed the declaration 
of the Assembly of 1892 as follows: 

“This General Assembly reaffirms the overture of 
the deliverance of the Assembly of 1892, touching 
the inspiration of Holy Scripture, viz., That the 
or.givai scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, 
belug immediately inspired of God, were without 
error, and in 60 doing declares that the said deliver- 
ance enunciated no new doctrine and imposes no 
new test of orthodoxy, but interprets and gives ex- 
pression to what has always been the belief of the 
sears taught in the estminster Confession of 

a Yad 


Upon the introduction of a resolution by the 
Rev. Loyal Y. Graham of Philadelphia, of 
loyalty and honor to the memory of the 


soldier dead, Elder Spencer of St. Louis raised 
a point of order that it was not warrantea by 
the authority under which the Assembly sat, 
and could not, therefore, be entertained. Mod- 
erator Craig overruled the point and Mr, 
Spencer endeavored to appeal, but could not 
find a single second and the resolution was 
udopted. 

Rising to their feet, the Assembly sang 
“America.” While still standing, the Mod- 
erator stated that Dr. Moore had called his 
attention to the fact that so far there had been 
no especial prayer for the President of the 
United States and the great “ concatenated 
Government” which he represented, and he 
called upon Prof. Brown to lead the Assembly 
in a * simple-hearted”"’ prayer for thé President 
and his official advisers, which Prof, Brown did 
with hearty and felloitous phrase. 


NO FIGHT IN SHERMAN. 





It Looks as Though Foraker Was Again 
to Rule in Ohio. 


MANSFIELD, Ohio, May 30.—Ex-Goy. Foraker 
and his friends, with the audacity character- 
istic of the leader of the anti-Sherman forces, 
have brought the war for the control of the 
State organization right into the Senator’s own 
personal bailiwick, and, so far as Senator Sher- 
man is concerned, they are at liberty to work 
their will in this district. What angers his lieu- 
tenants particularly is the implied desertion of 
McKinley by the Senator at this juncture, to 
say nothing of the many lesser lights whom 
the Foraker following has knocked down in 
connection with their efforts in Sherman’s last 
Senatorial contest. 

The Senator flatly refuses to spend any time 
or money to prevent Foraker getting contro) of 
the party machinery in the State, and the Sen- 
ator’s friends say plainly he has nothing to 
gain or lose by further fighting the doughty 
ex-Governor. No appeals for the rewards of 
loyalty have thus far moved him, although it 
has been emphasized that Gov. McKiniey is 
particularly anxious to have him interest him- 
self to prevent the threatened return of the 
Foraker domination. The result is that “the 
Foraker fellows” are elated to just the degree 
that Sherman’s and MeKinley’s friends are de- 
jected. The latter say that Sherman’s attitude 
means that he has had all the political prefer- 
mnent he expects, and his party and his former 
allies must learn to take care of themselves, 
commencing now. 

Unless Sherman changes his present position, 
the Republicans of the State see that Foraker 
will soon be master of the situation, and the 
spectacle of Gov, MoKinley standing for re- 
election by the grace of Foraker means every- 
thing. but a united party and a consequent 
sweeping victory. Another thing that has not 
brightened Republican prospects in this State 
is the Foster failure, as all Republicans here- 
—— confess, though they say they can’t see 
why. 


UNIVERSITY SETTLEMENT WORK, 


Executive Committee's Report Shows What 
the Brauches Are Doing. 





The Executive Committee of the University 
Settlement has just issued a reportin which are 
given the details of many branches of the work 
carried on under the direction of headquarters, 
26 Delancey Street. 

It appears that the Tenth Ward Social Reform 
Club has adopted Dr. Coit’s plan for parks in 
the interior of blocks and has selected several 
sites for that purpose. A co-operative store and 
dairy is soon to be opened, a system of house-to- 
house visitation has been established in the in- 
terests of better sanitation, and evidence is be- 


ing collected to be used in enforcing the 
“ anti-sweating” law. 

A dancing class is conducted by the Improve- 
ment Society and O. L T. Club each Saturday 
evening. 

A kindergarten, conducted by three young 
ladies, has a membership of fifty-two, with an 
average attendance of forty. Each child pays 
10 cents a week, and with this a bread and 
milk luncheon is paid for. 

About 735 new books have been added to the 
library, which numbers 1,225 volumes. 

The Mayflower Club, composed of sixteen 
little girls, is taught sewing by Miss Louise 
Waterman. 

The Settlement has as branches an “ Order” 
Club, a class in American history and politics, 
a children’s dancing class, a singing class, and 
a poolroom, supplied with three tavles. 





Armor to be Tested at Bethlehem. 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—Secretary Herbert has 
taken a step which will resultin great economy 
to the Government. He has authorized the 
Ordnance Bureau to send to Bethlehem, Penn., 
one of the naval ten-inoh guns. This!gun will 
be used atthe private proving ground of the 
Bethlehem Iron Works in the acceptance tests 
of heavy armor. Under the terms of the con- 
tracts for armor the two firms which supply 
this material must send a plate from each lot 
for attack under certain conditions. Upon the 


result of the test depends the acceptance of the 
lot and the payment of a premium to the con- 
tractor. 

These plates are tested at the Indian Head 
Proving Ground on the Potomac, and the cost of 
bringing the plate from Bethlehem or Pitts- 
burg to Indian Head is about $500. As the 
Bethishem —— have a proving ground of 
their own, these awe can be fired tpon at 
Bethlehem as well as at Indian Head, and with 
a great saving of money. The Bethlehem firm 
has a six-inch and an eight-inch gun of their 
own, and use them in testing for their own in- 
formation, The Carnegie people have no prov- 
ing ground, and their location near Pittsburg 
does not admit of firing heavy ordnance. The 
Carnegie plates therefore mast be sent to In- 
dian Head, but the attacks upon the Bethlehem 
plates will be made by the ordnance officers at 
Bethlehem. 





The Case of Pay Inspector Stevens. 

WASHINGTON, May 30,—Secretary Herbert has 
taken under consideration the report of the 
board on the promotion of Pay Inspector 
Stevens, but on account of the great amount of 
testimony which accompanies it there is no 
probability that any decision will be reac hed for 
some time yet. Mr. Stevens had been pre- 
viously examined by three boards. The first 
two reported unanimously in favor of his pro- 
motion to the grade of Pay Director, but in 
each instance the findings were disapproved 
by Secretary Tracy, and the third report re- 
mained unacted upon by President Harrison in 
the closing hours of his Adwinistration. 

Mr. Herbert ordered a third court, which re- 
ported two members in favor of promotion and 
the third against his advancement. Until some 
action is taken in the case, promotions in the 
lower grades will be held up, and the vacancy 
which will exist in the assistants’ grade will 
have to remain unfilled. 

There are already sixty applications on file at 
the department for this position. 





For Uniform Tests of Oils. 

Dr. Ernest Millau, Director of the Govern- 
ment testing laboratory at Marseilles, is in this 
country on a mission from the French Govern- 
ment. He lectured Monday evening before the 
New-York section of the American Chemical 
Society, in session at the University Building, 
Washington Square, upon “* Methods of Testing 
Fats and Oils.’”’ 

The lecture, which is purely technical, it 1s 
the intention of Dr. Millau to repeat before the 
chemiste of all the large cities in the country. 
In this way he hopes to bring about a feeling 
here favorable to the establishmentofa uniform 
international system of testing the oils and fats 
that are extensively imported and exported. 

it appears that now the systems of testing 
for impurities vary so greatly in countries of 
export and imporias to cause much confusion 
and trouble because of the varying results of 
the tests.

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WHE SERIOUS WORK AT ANNAP- 
OLIS HAS BEGUN. 


fhe Rain of Monday Gave Place to Sun- 
shine Yesterday and Visitors Arrived in 
Shnals—The Cadets Seen in Launch and 
Other Water Drills and in the Dissec- 
tion of a Steam Engine—Capt. Phythian 
Called on Admiral Magnaghi of the Ital- 
ian Flagship—Needs of the Academy, 
ANNAPOLIS, Md., May 30.—Fairer weather 


than that of to-day never shone during Com- 
mencement Week at the United States Naval 


' Academy. When the sun rose this morning, it 


ascended a sky unobstructed by clouds, and, 
while the day remained cloudless, the air was 
not hot To those who had been here through 
the misty Sunday and the @ripping Monday 
the contrast afforded was delightful. 

The bright sunshine made picturesque even 
the queer little streets of Annapolis, with their 
curious gardens. In the academy grounds, 


» where the sun! reached the lawns in patches 


through the fine old trees which embower all 
the walks, there were everywhere dazzling con- 
trasts of Vivid green foliage and grass and 
golden sunshine. 

Very pleasing indeed was this beautiful 
weather to the ladies. Now it would be possi- 
ble.to come, and in light garments. A day had 
come upon which it would be comfortable to 
promenade along ths interesting walks, esoort- 
ed by gentlemen iu uniform, and to listen to the 
evening concert in the open air, when the time 
came, and perbaps to indulge in some judicious 
flirting with susceptible cadets and junior offi- 
oere. 

Ithas been a busy day. The rain of yester- 
day disarranged the original programme a lit- 
tle, but not seriously. The arrival of the Italian 
eruisers, the Etna and the Dogali, with a lot of 
officers to be entertained, imposed new duties 
upon the officers of the academy, which they 

met with grace and adaptability. Of course, 

whatever was done for the foreign visitors, the 
Board of Visitors had to be looked out for, and 
they were not conscious of any division of at 
tention. + 

Down toward the wharf soon after 8 e’clock 
there appeared the firat of the throng that was 
to see the performance of the cadets with 
steam, sail, or oars, and it really did not make 
wuch difference to some of the spectators 
which it happened to be so long as there were 
cadets in it, for a large part of the increasing 
crowd was made up of young ladies in light 
garments and chip hats, ana they carried dainty 
parasols when they did not happen to find six- 
year men to carry them. 

The rain of yesterday having compelled the 
postponement of the drili with steam launches 
and the use of boats with oars and sails, Capt. 
Phythian decided to have the delayed exercises 
given this mornivg in place of the seamanship 
drill on the Essex. That was realiy not a great 
disappointment to old members of the board. 

When the cadets were taken out on the Severn 
on the Wyoming, there was some exhilaration 
in the making and furling of sails; but to make 
and furl sailonaship tied to a wharf is quite a 
different thing, and is, of course, much duller. 

At9 o'clock Capt. Phythian, in his spike- 
tailed and gold-laced cost,and with his best 
smile, went out in a launch to the Italian cruiser 
Dogali. Admiral Magnaghi had trausferred hie 
fiag from the Etna to the Dogali early this 
morning, and before the Board of Visitors were 
outof their beds. The Dogali was at anchor 
just opposite the end of the yard piers. 

Capt. Phythian was about to pay his formal 
visit to the Admiral, and wasalso beginning to 
find out that he was to bea very busy man. It 
Was vearly 9:30 before the Beard of Visitors 
stragxied down to the pier. The boys of the 
first and second classes, all in their white work- 
ing suits, awaited the visitors in eight steam 
lauuches, moored onthe south side of the pier. 

Of in the river, just ahead of the Italian 
cruiser Dogali, were eight cutters in column, 
the ensign fluttering gayly from each boat and 
the white sults of the boys glistening in the 
clear sunlight. Lieut. Commander Gilipatrick, 
‘who was in command of the steam tactics, 65- 
corted the Board of Visitors to the steam 
launch Javelin, and when all was ready the 
Signal wae run up by Cadet Flag Lieut. 
Montgomery to get under way. 

Out shot the Javelin from the wharf, and then 
Members of the Board of Visitors were sup- 
plied with books in blue covers that contained 
all the plans to be carried out with launches. 
Just as the fiag launch set out, the Italian 
eruiser Dogali fired the first of a salute of tif- 
teen guns to Capt. Phyvhian, who left the Italian 
‘Vesee! on his way to the shore. ° 

Out in the stream, as the Javelin steamed 
toward mid-river, the cadets of the third and 
Zourth classes saluted, holding their oars erect 
in their boats, which were stretched out ina 
line line, bow on down stream. “Two ninety- 
one,” called out Lieut. Adams, second in com- 
mand. Three cadets in the stern of the flagship, 
ior that was what the launch Javelin was, rau 
up their flags to represent the numbers. 

The eight piifting launches, all white, with 
white uniform crews, looked like a miniature 
‘white squadron,.as they trailed along after each 
other. Kach sogpenees with a little red pen- 
Bant that the order was understood. ‘All an- 
ewered,” shouted Cadet Flag Lieut. Montgom- 
ery. Down came the signal, and that was the 
order for the execution of the command given 
by the numbers. 

“ Three eighty-seven,” came the next signal 
order. “ You'll tind it in page 55,” explained 
Lieut. Adams. Senator Grey, Mr. Woodward, 
and other members of the Board of Visitors ex- 
awined their blue books, and Capt. Wilkes, who 
had clambered up on the after end of the 
launch with Commander Chester, watched the 
movements of the launches with the open page 
before him. It was a very pretty sight to those 
who did notknow anything about tactics, the 
subsequent changes of line, sailing by sec- 
tions, changing front, going about, and to 
men like Gen. Castiemen, who do know some- 
thing avout tactics, it was instructive. To the 
jJadies who came with the Hoard of Visitors 
and those who were invited by officers, who 
Were all taken on board the academy steamer 
Standish and were permitted to see the evolu- 
tions from a convenient distance, the spectacle 
was delightful. 

The boys who manned the boats with oars 
and sails were lost sight of, as usual, early in 
the game, being left behind in the river. The 
Board of Visitors could not be expected to know 
bow the cadets could have been enabled to make 
S much better exhivition than they did with 
launches. Before they returned to the wharf, 
however, they knew what many another board 
hae been told—that the launches for the acad- 
emy are old, clumsy, unequal in power, unequal 
\p obedience to the steering wheel, and that 
Congress has been repeatedly asked to give the 
— & new fleet - modern boats. 

Was a groat pity that Representative Cum- 
mings, who will probably be Mhe Chairmau of 
the next House Committee on Naval Affaire, was 
aot on hand to see these putting and fussing 
little inferior launches, so that he could next 
winter speak in bis committee with force when 
asking for an appropriation for new launches. 

Just before the Bourd of Visitors reached shore 
the saluting battery on the sea wall began fir- 
ing, and presently the board came in sight of 
the pierupon which Admiral Magnaghi was 
Janding, followed by his staff and the officers of 
the Etna and Dogali. The Academy Band 
played as they reached the top of the stairway 
at the landing, and the marines presented arms. 
This was a most gratifying function to the 

_#reatly increased crowd on the pier, and along 
the edges of the parade ground. 

“ Steamer drill,” an exhibition of the skill of 
the cadets in setting up and operating a steam 
engine, and individual displays of handiness at 
lathes and other machinery in shops, was next 
@econ. And here, as in the launch drill, the mem- 
bers of the Board of Visitors could not avoid 
learning that the stoam engines were really 
good for nothing except as a meehanical toy. 

The cadets should be supplied with a modern 
engine for the purposes of dissection. As well 
put a boy Ww studying a dead language in order 
© help him to speak Frencon, as to take up his 
time playing with this antiquated piece of 
inechanism. 

The people who looked down from the four- 
sided balcony stove the pit in which the boys 
worked were more interesting than the per- 
formance.

ateam had been applied to it, the dangers to

They watched the precious boys with bated 
breath, and one pink-cheew®d young thing ina 
lac dress, with lace about the throat and a 
ebip hat with a wide brim shading brown eyes, 

slared, as she looked at the cadets who 
Worked the starting rods: “I wouldn't be in 
their places for millious of dollars.” 

Capt. Phythian brought Admiral Magnaghi 
and his officers to the steam drill while the 
Goard of Visitors were present, and interest 
‘was divided between the academy exercises 
and the gold-laced strangers, who were very 
much impressed. When they reached the ma- 
chine shops they found twenty or thirty of the 
coming officers of our navy working just like 
so many blacksmiths, and some of them setting 
Up a@fine little 200-horse power triple,-expan- 
sion engine, designed and to be completed here. 
* The afternoon brought me most enjoyabie 

- event for the multitude. The cadets, as a bat- 
tulion of infantry, were assembled in the ar- 
mory just before 4 o’clock, and at 4 they 
marched out over the grounds west of 
the academy enclosure, crossed a bridge 
to the cemetery, and then divided. 
They were in white service droese, 
and they made sa fine appearance xs 
they went marching out under command of 
Lieut. Fullam to give a sham battle or two to 
Allustrate the new tactics. As they went they 


were accompanied by many young ladies and 
gixth-year men as escorts, giving the enter- 
prise quite a picnic aspect. 

Over the bridge and beyond the cemetery one 
company, under the immediate command of 
Lieut. Fullam, marched otf with the band and 
most of the spectators to the high ground to 
ward the old Naval Asylum. The other 
three companies skirted the low grounds 
in front apd distributed themselves out 
of sight behind hedgerows and intervening 
hills. The company under Lieut. Fullam is ex- 
pected to retard as much as possible the ad- 
vance of the superior force, which it was not 
expected to overcome or drive back. Both 
forces occupied their designated places 
promptly. When the advance began with 
a right and left skirmish line fore, 
sharpest on the left, the interval between 
assailants and defenders was plentifully 
sprinkled with parasols, Spring frocks and 
bonnets, and occasionally uniforms. But the 
forming kept right on over the heads and 
cnreeas the ranks of the plonickers along the 
foot of the hill on which Lieut. Fullam’s skir- 
wish Mne was deployed. 

There weré many tender maidens and gallant 
youths who manifested not the slightest fear 
when the aavensiog skirmishers of the superior 
force opened a rattling fire on the extreme left. 
By and by the barn atthe extreme right of the 
defensive line, which had been filled with 
Fullem’s skirmishers, was abandoned as the 
tight became hotter. When the last skirmish- 
ers edged off to the left, the spectators xal- 
Jantly followed them, and when, a moment 
later the whole line of defense was forced to 
fall back by the terrible fire poured into their 
ranks by the attacking body, the belles of 
Annapolis and their beaus joined hilari- 
ously in the retreat. The attacking party, it 
ought to be said, was very polite, for when the 
ladies and gentlemen crowded too thicxly in 
the path of the advance, one of its officers went 
among them and gracefully requested them all 
to please stand aside and permit the assailants 
to maks 6& oharye. 

After this spirited fight through the woods 
and over hillside -had been terminated 
and it had been demonstrated that there 
was nothing about Annapolis that conld 
be frightened by rifle shots except the 
the horses, Lieut. Fullam marched his compa- 
nies across the field in front of the old naval 
hospital, to give an illustration of the new tac- 
tica applied toa field attack upon a defensive 
line, ne company, as defenders, took position 
behind a hedgerow aloug the bospital road. 
«The other three compauies were drawn up in 
line far across the field. Gradually this attack- 
ing line was broken up, first into seotions, then 
into squads, then into lines of skirmishers, only 
one company being kept 1n reserve. 

When the first skirmishers appeased, at the 
left, the protected defenders began to bang 
away at them. When the line was extended 
the fire became more rapidly. Presently, as 
squad after squad of the attacking party 

vanced by short ranges, dropping down 
into tbe grass at the end of each, 
the defense was confronted by a line of battle 
reaching across the entire field. Upon the hill, 
behind the defensive line, were allthe spec- 
tators, including the Board of Visitors and the 
yisiting Italian Admiral, and the officers of the 

Etna and Dogali, who bad passed unbarmed be- 
tween the lines during the first engagement. 

The last scene of the tight in the open field 
was exhilarating. The attacklng force,in a 
stropg and well-maintained spurt, come to 
within 500 yards of the line of defense, and were 
keeping up a hot but irregular fire upon the 
men behind the hedge, when, at the word of 
command the long line of white figures rose, 
rushed forward discharging their pieces in a 
tremendous, withering volley. With a cheer 
that was prolonged into a yell, they kept on, 
pieces in hand, regardless of the deadly tire 
trom the hedgerow, and in @ moment they had 
swept over their opponents and were masters 
of two positions, and they had not even lost a 
fatigue cap. 


HUNGRY SHIPWRECKED SAILORS. 


Fifteen of the Crew of the Wandlahn on 
the Way to This City. 





NEew-Lonpon, Conn., May 30.—Fifteen ship- 
wreoked sailors of the Hamburg steamer Wand- 
lahn arrived in this city to-day from Montreal 
and applied to the Custom House authorities 
for aid. They were sent from Montreal Mon- 
day, and were told they would be in New-York 
to-day. Since leaving Montreal they had had 
but a small quantity of dry bread to eat, having 
been given but little food to take on the cars. 
They were in a famished condition, and Col- 
lector Saxton saw that they were supplied with 
food. Only one or two of the party could speak 


a little English. They were given passage on 
the boat to New-York to-night, andthe Germau 
Coneul there is expected to see that they are 
turther cared for.

SURGEON GENERAL STERNBERG, 


Promoted Over the Heads of Ten Senior 
Officers. 





WASHINGTON, May 30.—The President in his 
appointment of Lieut. Col. G. M. Sternberg to 
be Surgeon General of the Army, to succeed 
Gen. Sutherland, followed the policy he estab- 
lished in the appointment of Dr. Tryon to be 
Surgeon General of the Navy, and selected an 
officer standing many numbers on the Register 
below that of the grade of the incumbent, and 
one who will not retire by age about the time 
he has become familiar with the affairs of the 
corps and knows ite needs. Army officers take 
the appointment to imply that hereafter all 
promotions to the head of the staff corps will 
be made regardless of seniority, and only those 
officers wiil be selected, both in the army and 
pavy, who will have at least four years to serve 
before retiring. 

In selecting Col. Sternberg, the President 
jumped six Colonels in the Medical Corps and 
four Lieutenant Colonels, orin all ten officers, 
who were his seniorgin service. The first two 
officers on the list would have retired within two 
years, and the third wouid have had about four 
years toserve bofore retirement. Col. Stern- 
berg will have nine years at the head of his 
corps, a8 he does not go on the retired list until 
June 8, 1902. 


ONLY ONE SURVIVOR. 


A Dory Dashed to Pieces on the Rocks 


of Green Island. 


HaLirax, N. &, May 30.—Albert Hanson, a 
seaman of the American fishing schooner 
Stranger, was brought to this port to-day from 
St. Pierre-Miquelon. He had had a fearful ex- 
perience, and was the only survivor of a dory 
in which were himself and two Nova Scotians. 
The story of his escape and the death of his 
comrades is thus briefiy told: 

About six weeks ago two Nova Scotian fisher- 
men were going out to their vessel, and they 
offered to take Hanson to his schooner. The 
wind developed into a gale, and they were 
blown against a rock known as Green Island, 
just outeide of French St. Pierre. The dory was 
smashed, and Haneon never afterward saw 
either of his compauions. He managed to get 
on Green Island, but had his Winter boots torn 
off, and for nearly three days went around the 
isiand without food or shelter, and had his feet 
badly frozen. He finally attracted the atten- 
tion of a Frepveh fishing smack from St. Pierre, 
and was taken on board. 

Hanson does not know the names of his com- 
panions, nor what vessel they belonged to. His 
feet are stillin bad condition. He will be sent 
to Boston by United States Consul Frye. 





A Promising Populist Scheme. 

TOPEKA, Kan., May 30.—Cyrus Corning, at 
one time one of the leadérs of the Populist 
Party, is the originator of a schem? whereby he 
hopes to do away with money and its attendant 
evils. 

His plan is to establish. exchanges in different 
parts of the State to take the place of the ordl- 
mary stere, where the purcbaser can trade 
whatever commodity he bas for whatever he 
Wants in the store’s stock, or he can take checks 
in exchange which will be honored at any of 
the exchanges. 

The farmor can also deposit his money with 
the exchange, and checks will be loaned, se- 
oured by collateral, without interest. 

Such an exchange has already been estab- 
lished at Bennington, Kan., and a second one 
will soon be in operation at Topeka. The ex- 
change at Bennington has in stock $7,000 worth 
of goods.

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OFFIGER DAVIS AS AN ESCORT 


SOME DISPOSITION TO ORITIOISE 
HIS IDEA OF ENTERTAINING. 


WANT, 





The Commander Who Was Assigned to Look 
After the Infanta Eulalie Did Not Favor 
the Ball at the Madison Square Garden, 
It Is Sdid—The Comments of Henry Roso 
of the Circulo Colon Cervantes—Officer 
Davis to Be Put in Command of a New 
United States War Ship. 


Commander Charies N. Davis of the United 
States Navy, who, as the representative of the 
President, has been in practical charge of the 
Various entertainments given in behalf of the 
Infanta Eulalie, has been criticised in some 
quarters while complimented in others. 

The more importunate looked upon the visit- 
ing Princess asa guest whose reception and 
welcome should be hemmed in by not the alight- 
est restrictions. 

It was said that Commander Davis did not 
look with favor upon the ball given in Madison 
Square Garden in view of the fact that a private 
association was so prominently identified with 
its management. 

It wae also said that Mr. Davis had expressed 
indifference as to the opinion possibly to be 
formed in consequence of the course he might 
pursue in dealing with a guest of the Nation. 

Mr. Honry Rosso of the Ciroulo-Colon-Cer- 
Vantes, in speaking to a NEW-YORK TIMES re- 
porter yesterday about the ball given last Fri- 
day eveuing, said: 

* Commander Davis tried very hard to block 
the ball, yet itis well known how well we suc- 
ceeded in making it a brilliant affair. One of 
the members of the committee showed me a 
newspaper clipping some time ago in which it 
was stated that when the Circulo-Colon-Cer- 
Vantes wrote to the Spanish Minister about the 
ball, Mr. Davis said that as the Infanta was the 
guest of the Nation no private association 
should give her an entertainment. 

“Yho article further stated that the Duke of 
Tamames had been infiuenced by Mr. Davis in 
the same way of thinking until he learned that 
the city officials would also be guests of honor. 

“This incident probably rankled in the mind 
of Mr. Davis, who had sought the sole man- 
agement of the ball. 

“Then, too, Mr. Davis came here in not a very 
good humor, it is said, because in official circles 
in Washington rumor h it that an officer of 
higher standing than he should acoompany the 
Infanta.” 

Since Commander Davis, through the im- 
portant duty assigned to him in looking after 
the Nation’s guest, has come more prominently 
into notice, some curiosity has been aroused tu 
know more about the naval officer. He has 
been selected for the command of the uew 
United States cruiser Montgomery and will be- 
come the Captain of this ship as soon as she 1s 
put in commission. 

For the pastthree years Commander Davis 
has been on duty at the Navy Department in 
Washington as Chief of the Naval Intelligence 
Ottice. This position is one requiring an ex- 
tensive knowledge of the methods in vogue in 
foreign navies, and because of the knowledge 
thus gained he was selected for the duty of es- 
corting the Princess when she arrived in this 
country. Among naval officers the present 
high state of efficiency of the Naval Intelli- 
gence Office is ascribed mainly to his efforte. 

Commander Davis is the son of the late Rear 
Admiral John Lee Davis of the United States 
Navy. Ho was appointed to the United States 
Naval Academy from Massachusetts in 1861. He 
was graduated in 1865 and saw his first service 
on a 6ea-going cruiser aboard the frigate Colo- 
rado in the European station. In 1867 he did duty 
aboard the sloop-of-war Augusta. From 1867 to 
1869 he served aboard the sloop-of-war Guer- 
riere, and froin 1869 to 1870 he was a Master 
‘aboard the sloop-of-war Portsmouth. Both the 
Guerriere and Portsmouth were attached to 
the South Atilantio Squadron. 

Mr. Davis was wade a Lieutonantin 1868 and 
a Lieutenant Commander in 1869. From 1872 
to 1874he did dutyin the Pacific aboard the 
Omaha, tirest, and later aboard the Pensacola 
From 1875 to 1877 and from 1877 to 1885 
he was counected with the several ex- 
peditions for the determination of differ- 
ences of longitude by means of sub-marine 
cables from Europe to the Atlantic Islands 
and east coast of South America; in India, 
China, Japan, and the Indian Archipelago; in 
Mexico and Central Amerioa, and on the west 
coast of South America. In 1885 he was made a 
Commander and from 1886 to 1888 commanded 
sloop-of-war Saratoga. 

Commander Davis's last command was the 
sloop-of-war Quinnebaug of the European 
squadron. 

The Montgomery, the war vessel which he 
will command, will be ready for commission 
some time next Fall She is at present lying at 
the docks of the Columbian Iron Works, Balti- 
more, Md., and will shortly be given her official 
Government steaming trials. 

Commander Davis is a good linguist, and 
speake Spanish fluently. 





A MODEL INDUSTRIAL OITY, 


Mr. William T. Love Proposes to Estab- 
lish It in Niagara County. 


BUFFALO, May 30.—Since Gov. Flower sanc- 
tioned William T. Love’s Bellamy scheme for 
the establishing of an industrial community by 
signing Assemblyman Ransom’s Model City bill, 
the people of Niagara County have found confi- 
dence in it, and Mr. Love has had no difficulty 
of late in getting options on all the farm land 
that he will need in laying out his city. The 
owners of the land which he most desired were 
skeptical until Prof. Collin of the Statutory 
Revision Commission interested himself in the 
scheme and revised the biJl. Even then it was 
expected that the Governor would veto it, and, 
in iact, he did have the veto drawn, for Prof. 
Collin had overlooked the fact that the bill con- 
tained a provision authorizing the incorporators 
to build a railroad, which is one of the things 


which the Constitution says shall not be granted 
by the act of the Legislature. 

Mr. Love arrived in Albany before the veto had 
been sept to the Secretary of State, and prevailed 
on the Governor to sign the bill, for the Govern- 
or was favorably disposed toward the scheme 
and was interested in seeing what could be ac- 
complished by o municipal corporation en- 
dowed with such broad powers as are granted 
in this bill. Mr. Love then assured the Gov- 
ernor that in signing the bill he was giving life 
to what in ten years would bea city of 200,000 
people, living by the industries taking power 
from Niagara's cataract. He js still contident 
that he will be able to keep his word. 

William T. Love, the promoter of this plan, 
was for some years employed by Western rall- 
ways in building up towns along their lines. 
He superiniended the peopling of Guthrie. To 
found an industrial city in whichevery im- 
provement should contribute to the immediate 
prosperity of allthe inhabitants has been his 
hobby for years. After traveling all over the 
country he tixed upon Lewiston, in Niagara 
County, as the most promising spot for his en- 
terprise. It is on the banks of the Niagara 
River, and right where the electric power soon 
to be developed can best be used for manufact- 
uring purposes. The Model Town Company has 
all the powers of the generaljand stock corpora- 
tion law and many others. The capital stook is 
fixed at $10,000,000. It has the power to buy, 
sell, and deal in real estate. 

Some thousands of acres of the best land are 
to be taken and laid out forthe city. Lots will 
be set aside for municipal buildings, beautiful 
parks have been planned, the city will build, 
equip, and operate its own street railways, 
electric-light plant, water plant, telephone ex- 
change, gas works, steam-heating plant, build 
and control the steam railroad tracks running 
through the city, own the union station, through 
which all railroads must run, and exercise 
mauy other powers heretofore held by private 
corporations. 

Mr. Love expects to induce hundreds of manu- 
facturers to locate in his model town by hold- 
ing ont to them advantages which no other 
locality can offer. The corporation itself will 
build and own planta for wanufacturing pur- 
poses, will erect them according to the designs 
of the manufacturers, and will then sell them to 
the occupants on the instaliment plan. Any 
person havinga werthy invention and being 
without capital to putit forward may apply to 
the corporation for a plant, and if bis Invention 
meets with the favor of the stockholders the 
shop will be erected and so]d to the inventor as 
his profits come in, but all the men employed 
there must live in the model city, so thatevery 
new enterprise willadd to the population of 
the town. 

Lots will be sold to residents in the same way, 
and houses will be erected in accordance with 
their wants. All telephone service, water, 
steam heat, efectrio power, stroet-railroad serv- 
ice, and gas are to be furnished to residents at 
cost. Some Western capitalists are behind 
Love, and it is said he will have no difficulty in 
floating all the bonds necessary in opening up 
the city. As soon as one factory is built, it will 
be wortgaged and the wouey 8o raised used in 
the construction of a second one, until thriving 
industries make the model city the centre of 
attraction for all working people. Arrauge- 
ments have already been made tor nower from 
Niawara as soon as the machinery for generat- 
ing the electricity has been placed in working 
order. In three months Mr. Love promises 
that ground will be broken for a dozen large 
factories. 


Member of a Band Dropped Dead, 
While the Forty-seventh Regiment was stand- 
ing at the cornerof Bedford Avenue and South 
Eighth Street, Brooklyn, yesterday morning, 
waiting for the Memorial Day parade to start, 
William L. Osborne, a member of the band, 


dropped dead from heart disease. His body was 
taken to his home, 359 South First Street. He 
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was fifty-four years of age. 
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NO FEAR OF OHOLERA HERE. 


Supervising Surgeon Wyman Has Taken 
Ample Precautions Against It. 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—It is the opinion of 
Bupervising Surgeon General Wyman of the 
Marine Hospital Service that the report of the 
presence of cholera in Hamburg is based on the 
single sporadic case which made its appearance 
yesterday. He takes it for granted that the au- 
thorities of Hamburg are taking all necessary 
precautions to prevent a recurrence of the epi- 
demic. 

The doctor said thisevening that undoubtedly 
he would have received word to-day if any 
more cases had been discoveredin Hamburg. It 
is believed here that Dr. Wyman has made all 
necessary preparations in his power to prevent 
the introduction of cholera. The Rayner guar- 
antine law bas enabled him to station compe- 
tent Medical Inspectors at the principal foreign 
porta of departureand arrange uniform quaran- 
tine regulations for all the ports of entry in the 
United States. All the local Boards of Health 
have accepted these regulations, and the indi- 
cations are that there will be no difficulty in 
maintaining an efficient quarantine as long as 
danger existe. 

For some time the opinion prevailed that 
there would be difficulty in securing the earnest 
co-operation of the New-York authorities. This 
has been found to be-erroneous. Dr. Wyman 
says that Dr. Jenkins has signified his accept- 
ance of the regulations, and that he is in daily 
communication with the doctor regarding the 
situation. He is confident that there will be no 
trouble and that, so far as the New-York author- 
ities are conoerned, cholera will not secure a 
permanent lodgment in the metropolis in the 
coming hot season. On the frontier, agents of 
the Government will be constantly on the look- 
out for the disease.
